ITH  the  Journal  of  this  year  we  commence  our  eighth 
V  volume;  and  though,  on  the  whole,  we  may  congratu- 
late our  subscribers  on  the  class  oi"  work  that  is  still  being 
carried  on,  yet  we  wish  that  more  inscriptions  of  an  older  dale 
than  the  average  that  are  sent  in  could  he  supplied  far  publication, 
as,  though  modern  inscriptions  are  useful,  they  are,  as  a  rule, 
far  from  interesting.  Some  of  our  contributors  who  may  not  be 
able  to  decipher  those  inscriptions  which  are  cut  in  "  black- 
letter  "  should,  at  any  rate,  report  the  existence  of  any  they  may 
come  across.  We  should  also  like  to  impress  on  them  the 
necessity  oi  fully  and  carefully  copying  inscriptions  in  Latin,  as 
otherwise  it  may  lead  to  serious  blunders  occurring  in  the 
Journal.  Time,  and  trouble,  too,  would  be  saved  to  the  editor 
if  inscriptions  from  one  churchyard  were  not  written  on  the 
same  sheet  of  paper  as  those  from  another  place,  as  before 
reaching  the  printers'  hands  the  material  has  to  be  alphabetically 
arranged,  as  far  as  place-names  are  concerned. 

As  one  of  the  objects  of  our  Association  is  the  preservation 
of  the  memorials  of  the  dead,  we  deeply  regret  to  state  that  at 
least  three  instances  have  occurred  in  the  last  few  years  of 
wanton  and  malicious  injury  to  tombstones,  either  on  account  of 
the  form  they  took,  or  because  of  the  wording  of  the  inscriptions 
they  bore.  Cases  in  point  are — Druincondra  and  Kiltieruan  in 
the  County  Dublin,  and  Kilbrogan  in  the  County  Cork.  There 
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is  no  meaner  form  of  spite  tLan  sacrilege  of  this  sort,  and  those 
parties  concerned  in  these  outrages  are,  in  our  opinion,  little 
better  than  savages.  We  deplore,  too,  that  no  one  was  brought 
to  justice  for  these  crimes — no  punishment  inflicted  for  such 
blackguardism  could  bo  too  severe.  . 

We  would  again  impress  on  our  contributors  the  necessity 
for  sending  in  a  larger  number  of  tombstone  inscriptions, 
rubbings,  sketches,  and  photographs  of  monuments.  It  is  as 
much  owing  to  lack  of  funds  as  it  is  to  lack  of  manuscript  that 
the  two  yearly  parts  of  the  Journal  arc  not  larger  than  they  are.

E.  D.  Atkinson, 
Archdeacon  of  Dromore  ;  Canon  ffrench,  Miss  A.  K.  Litton, 
Miss  A.  C.  Long,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Reynolds,  for  supplying  the 
illustrations  in  this  year's  Journal,  thereby  adding  greatly  to 
its  interest. 

To  the  Press,  too,  we  desire  to  convey  our  thanks  for  the 
kind  manner  in  which  they  have  reviewed  our  work. 

The  Funeral  Entries,  which  have  been  appearing  in  the 
Journal  since  1907,  are  now  very  nearly  brought  to  a  close; 
and  our  Committee  of  Management  hope,  if  our  funds  will  permit 
it,  to  follow  them  up  with  reproductions  of  the  coats-of-arms 
connected  with  them,  as  well  as  with  a  full  index  of  surnames. 

A  promise  has  been  given  of  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Association  a  collection  of  inscriptions  copied  by  the  late 
Dr.  Philip  Crossle  from  the  Newry  churchyards,  which,  being 
practically  exhaustive,  is  of  great  value.

1  We  Lave  no  monuments  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  first 
five  ministers  who  were  ordained  to  preach  in  Carnmoney,  and  no 
record  of  where  they  were  buried.  The  Rev.  James  Shaw,  who 
was  deposed  by  Jeremy  Taylor,  died  in  1672.  His  son,  Rev. 
Patrick  Shaw,  died  in  1683.  Rev.  John  Munroe  returned  to  Scotland 
in  1689,  and  the  Rev.  George  Lang  returned  to  Newry  in  1692. 
Andrew  Crawford  was  ordained  in  1606,  and  died  in  1726.  His 
son  Thomas  was  minister  of  Crumlin  from  1721  until  he  died  in 
1782  (fifty-eight  years). ' 

'  Rev.  Andrew  Crawford's  daughter,  Isabella,  was  married  to 
Thomas  Houston,  and  their  names  are  inscribed  on  the  oldest 
monument  in  Carnmoney  burying-ground,  which  was  planed  there; 
in  memory  of  Lieutenant  Raul  Cimyngham,  who  was  in  >ome  way 
connected  with  the  Houston  family.  In  the  Templepatrick  Session 
Booh  it  is  recorded  that  on  April  17th,  1648,  Captain  John  Houston 
of  Ballyclare,  in  the  parish  of  Ballymure,  and  Margaret  Shaw  of  this 
parish  gave  up  their  names  to  be  proclaimed,  and  Hugh  Sloan 
received  of  band  money  9s.  6d.  This  merely  shows  that  Cunyng- 
ham  and  Houston  had  both  been  officers  in  the  army,  and  resided 
in  the  same  neighbourhood.  The  following  is  the  inscription  on 
the  stone,  which  was  turned  with  the  inscription  on  the  under  side, 
the  last  time  that  I  saw  it ' : — 

HERE  LYETH  THE  BODY  OF 
LIEU.  PAVL  CUNYNGIIAM  WHO 
DEPARTED  THIS  LIFE  APRIL  THE  6 
1692  AGED  72  YEARS. 
Here  lieth  the  remains  of  Thomas 
Houston  who  departed  this  life 
Aug.  15,  1790.    Aged  80  years.  Also 
Isabella  his  wife  who  died  the  22d  of 
said  month,  and  year,  Aged  81. 
Also  their  grand-daughter  Isabella  Houston, 
Who  died  4th  Nov.  1846  Aged  77  years. 
Their  grand-son  Wm  Houston,  Ballyearl 

died  1st  April  1855  aged  80  years. 
His  wife  Eliza  Houston  died  29Lh  Dec. 
1861  aged  82  years.

During  this  long  period  he  was  uniformely  distinguished 
by  zeal  in  the  cause  of  his  Divine  Master,  genuine  piety, 
strength  and  soundness  of  judgement,  manly  and 
convincing  eloquence,  and  extensive  theological 
learning,  combined  with  an  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  human  heart,  and  with  dignity,  consistency, 
and  decision  of  character  ;  while  his  amiable  disposition 
and  affectionate  urbanity  of  manners 
amid  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  private 
life  endeared  his  memory  to  his  family  and  friends 
He  died  23rd  March  1828,  aged  87  years.

'It  is  the  Kilmalitrie  of  the  Papal  Taxation,  1302,  and  was 
evidently  remodelled  in  the  eighteenth  century ;  no  old  feature 
remains.  The  monument  of  the  MacMahons,  1733,  has  already 
been  published  in  "  The  Journal  for  the  Preservation  of  the 
Memorials  of  the  Dead,"  vol.  iii  (1897),  p.  399  ;  but  we  give  a 
new  copy.  The  church  retains  its  south  wall,  2  feet  7  inches  thick, 
and  is  14  feet  9  inches  wide,  and  47  feet  6  inches  long  inside  the 
lower  part  and  fragments  of  the  other  walls  remaining.  A  late 
tiled  vestry  projects  at  the  east  end  to  the  south  '  : —

'  The  monument  of  Sir  Donat  O'Brien  has  been  recently  illus- 
trated, and  the  epitaph  has  been  published  inaccurately  in  the 
Journal,  vol.  ii.  (1894),  p.  2S1,  vol.  vi.  (1906),  p.  435,  and  R.S.A.I. 
Journal,  vol.  xxi.  (1890),  p.  76.  We  recopy  it.  The  church  is  the 
Kellomsoleach  of  the  Taxation  of  1302.  Only  a  few  fragments  of  a 
well-executed  fifteenth-century  window,  with  large  tracery,  and  the 
head  of  an  ogee  light,  the  latter  now  set  in  a  cottage  at  the  shore 
of  Lough  Gash,  to  the  north-east  of  the  church,  remain  of  the  older 
building. 

'John  Lloyd  in  his  "Impartial  Tour  in  Clare,"  1778,  thus 
notes  the  place,  but  very  inaccurately  and  bombastically: — "Near 
unto  Newmarket  is  the  magnificent  Church  of  Killenasula,  where 
numbers  from  the  distant  quarters  of  this  and  the  adjacent  counties 
resort  every  summer  to  see  the  Bumptious  [sic]  and  stately  monu- 
ment erected  there  at  the  expense  of  the  late  Sir  Edward  O'Brien, 
Baronet  (of  patriotic  memory),  in  honour  of  his  grandsire,  Sir 
Donough  O'Brien.  Bart.  This  superb  and  exquisite  piece  was 
executed  by  the  great  artizan,  M'Gregory." 
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1  It  will  be  noted  that  it  was  not  made  for  Sir  Edward  O'Brien  ; 
that  it  bears  the  words  "  Kidwell  fecit,"  and  whether  there  be  any 
truth  in  the  local  idea  that  the  monument  was  by  Roubilliac,  we 
have  no  means  of  testing.  It  is  a  stilted  and  most  ungraceful, 
aud  even  ludicrous  design.  Probably  a  too  realistic  portrait,  the- 
realism  carried  out  even  to  the  rich  lace  cravat  and  shoes '  : —

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of  her  bounty  the  poor  of  this  parish  (in  which  she 
long  resided  and  the  infirmary  of  Ennis  and  the  prin- 
cipal public  institutions,  of  the  city  of  Limerick  were 
permanently  endowed).  As  a  tribute  to  her  memory 
and  to  record  such  munificence  this  slab  has  been 
erected  by  her  surviving  executors  the  Rev  Y\7m  Lewis

*  Sir  Augustine  FitzGerald  entered  the  army  in  1823,  and 
joined  the  Bengal  Horse  Artillery  in  1825.  He  served  with  dis- 
tinction under  General  Pollock  in  the  Afghan  Campaign  in  1842, 
taking  part  in  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  in  the  actions 
of  Tizoon,  Hoti  Kotal,  and  the  recapture  of  Kabul.  He  served  on 
the  staff  of  the  Horse  Artillery  at  the  battle  of  Maharajpoor,  and 
commanded  the  Artillery  in  the  Black  Mountain  afiair  in  the 
Mazara  Country  in  1852-3.  For  his  excellent  services  on  these 
occasions  he  was  three  times  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  received 
five  medals  and  the  Indian  Clasp,  having  command  of  the  5th 
troop  of  the  1st  brigade.    He  retired  as  Lieut.-Col.  in  1853.

'  It  stands  conspicuously  on  a  low  drift  hill,  with  a  fine  outlook 
over  central  Clare.    The  church,  was  probably  founded  in  the  sixth 
or  seventh  century  by  St.  Mochulla,  a  fragment  oi  whose  life  was 
not  long  since  found  in  Austria,  and  published  in  the  "  Analecta 
Bollandiniana,"  vol.  xvii.,  p.  185.    It  appears  in  the  Papal  Taxa- 
tion of  1302,  and  as  "  Tullach  nan  apstol  "  is  named  as  the  place 
of  the  "sweet  bell-ringing,  high-mass  celebrating  folk,"  among 
whom  Dermot  O'Brien,  Prince  of  Thomond,  died  in  1313.  An 
ancient  record,   "  The  Black  Book  of  St.  Mochulcr,"   now  lost, 
recorded  the  benefactors  and  possessions  of  Tulla  Church  from  at 
least  about  1380.    The  Book  disappeared  in  the  nefarious  Delahyde 
lawsuit  in  the  early  seventeenth  century.    The  lower  part  of  the 
north  wall  of  the  mediaeval  church  remains,  forming  part  of  the 
northern  boundary  wall  of  the  graveyard  ;  the  vaults  of  the  Molony 
family  of  Cragg  fill  its  eastern  end.    The  ruined  church,  built 
about  1703,  lies  beside  them  on  the  south.    In  the  vaulted  chancel 
are  two  fine  mural  monuments  of  the  families  of  O'Callaghan  of 
Kilgorey  and  Maryfort,  on  the  north,  and  Browne  of  r\e\vgrove  to 
the  south.    In  the  north  wall  is  the  lofty  Ionic  monument  of 
Westropp  of  Lismeehan,  while  the  fallen  tomb  of  the  O'Hartes  lies 
at  the  west  end.    The  monument  of  the  MacMahons  is  outside 
against  the  north  wall.    The  inscriptions  and  coats-of-arm.s  have 
been  published  in  these  pages  in  1890  (vol.  iii,  p.  28G,  and 
p.  400).    The  church  has  neat  coign  stones,  cornices,  and  circular 
arched  heads  to  the  west  door,  three  south  windows  and  chancel 
window  ;  it  is  now  much  injured,  and  the  west  end  much  under- 
mined.   The  armorial  carvings  and  other  blocks  of  the  Harte  and 
^Yestropp  tombs  lie  outside  in  the  graveyard,  which  from  its  almost 
circular  raised  platform  very  probably  represents  an  ancient  rath  in 
which  the  church  was  built  (as  we  see  more  clearly  in  this  county 
at  Moyarta  and  Piathbomey),  the  neighbouring  hill-tops  being  all 
crowned  with  earthworks.'

'The  Gentlemen's  Magazine  for  March,  1816,  page  196,  gives  the 
following  copy  of  the  inscription  on  a  monument  which  had  just 
been  erected,  adjoining  that  of  Judge  Bernard,  in  the  Protestant 
Church  of  Baliymodan,  Co.  Cork  '  : — 

Near  this  place  are  deposited  the  mortal  remains  of 
Harriet  Catherine  Countess  of  Bandon,  daughter  of 
Richard,  Earl  of  Shannon,  and  wife  of  Francis  Earl  of* 
Bandon,  by  whom  this  monument  is  erected.  In  her  the 
dignified  graces  of  superior  life  were  by  a  rare  felicity  of 
combination,  united  with  the  unremitting  exercise  of 
virtues  truly  Christian.  May  her  unaffected  piety, 
conjugal  affection,  parental  tenderness,  and  charity  alive 
to  every  call  of  distress,  prove  as  beneficial  in  their 
example  as  they  have  been  lamented  in  their  loss  !  She 
died  at  Castle  Bernard,  on  the  7th  of  July,  1815,  in  the 
48lh  year  of  her  age. 

1  The  same  monument  is  also  destined  to  record  the  memory  of 
two  of  her  sons,  the  Hon.  Francis  Bernard,  Lieutenant  of  the  9th 
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Light  Dragoons,  who  died  in  Portugal  in  the  service  of  bis  country, 
the  24th  of  January,  1618,  in  the  2-ith  year  of  his  age;  and  the 
Hon.  Henry  Boyle  Bernard,  Cornet  of  the  King's  Dragoon  Guards, 
who  gloriously  fell  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo  on  the  18th  of  June, 
1815,  in  the  18th  year  of  his  age.' 


[From  Mr.  D.  J.  Ryan.] 

1  The  following  curious  inscription  occurs  on  a  tombstone  in  the 
Abbey  Graveyard,  County  Cork.  The  writer  was  unable  to  find 
out.  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  or  the  time  of  his  interment. 
Apparently  he  was  a  sailor,  perhaps  commander  of  some  trading 
vessel.  The  stone  is  about  8 j  feet  over  ground  and  some  2|  feet 
wide.  Though  the  time  of  its  erection  is  not  apparently  indicated, 
I  would  be  inclined,  judging  from  the  style  of  other  dated  monu- 
ments about  it,  and  the  lettering  of  this,  to  place  it  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  or  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  '  : — 

God  Best  His  Soul  Amen 
The  Boreas  fhafts  and  Neptnnes  waves 
have  tofs'd  me  to  and  fro 
In  spite  of  both  by  Gons  decree  I  harbour  here  below 
Where  I  do  now  at  anchor  ride  with  many  of  our  fleet 
Once  more  again  we  will  set  sail,  our  Admiral  Cukist  to  meet.

'  Dangan,  or  Dingan  Donovan,  Graveyard,  which  lies  about  five 
miles  from  Mogeely,  is  large  and  contains  more  headstones  than  is 
usual  with  County  Cork  rural  burial-grounds,  but  is  so  overgrown 
with  grass  and  weeds  that  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  get  to  the  head- 
stones, mostly  very  large  nineteenth-century  ones,  with  the  letters 
so  small  and  below  ground  that  few  can  be  readily  deciphered. 
There  is  no  sign  of  the  old  church,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  grave- 
yard is  walled  in  to  form  the  burial-place  of  some  very  select  family.

1  Sir  Robert  Tynte,  Bart.,  fifth  son  of  Edmund  Tynte.  gentle- 
man, of  Wraxhall,  County  Somerset,  built  in  1030  the  present 
church  of  Kilcredan,  Diocese  of  Cloyne  ;  in  it  he  placed  a  monu- 
mental tomb  which  is  at  the  south  side  of  the  holy  table,  thus 
described  in  Brady's  "  Records  of  Cork,  Cloyne,  and  Ross."  "On  a 
sarcophagus  of  black  marble,  enriched  with  armorial  bearings  in 
front  and  on  the  side,  is  the  effigy  of  the  founder,  recumbent,  the 
head  reposing  on  a  pillow.  He  is  clad  in  armour  with  his  sword  by 
his  side.  The  features  of  the  face  are  now  worn  flat,  and  the  knight's 
feet  are  gone,  but  otherwise  the  effigy  is  in  good  preservation.  At 
his  head  and  feet  are  his  two  wives,  the  figures  of  whom  seem  most 
ably  executed.  The  first  wife,  who  kneels  at  his  feet,  with  hands 
folded  in  prayer,  is  looking  heavenward  with  an  expression  of  tender 
feeling,  which  is  quite  affecting.  The  other  lady  is  more  staid  and 
matronly,  and  the  contrast  is  striking  ;  perhaps  the  younger  of  the 
twain  died  early,  and  the  latter  was  the  mother  of  Tynte's  children. 
An  entablature  above  Tynte's  eiligy  having  a  small  pilaster  at  each 
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side,  and  on  top  a  plain  coping,  surmounted  by  the  Tynte  shield  of 
arms,  shows  the  following  epitaph  ' : —

'  Templenacarriga  is  rather  a  large  graveyard,  which  stands  on 
the  side  of  a  hill  about  five  miles  north  of  Midleton  Railway  Station, 
from  which  it  is  approached  by  a  beautiful  valley.  The  nieces  of 
cut-stone  lying  about  inside  the  entrance  are  the  remains  of  tbe 
Protestant  church  which  stood  here  till  about  four  years  ago,  when 
it  was  taken  down,  and  the  material  sold  and  removed.  Most  of  the 
graves  here  aire  huddled  together  at  the  west  end  of  the  graveyard, 
where  a  large  piece  of  wall  is  doubtless  all  that  is  left  of  the  ancient- 
church  which  stood  here.

'  The  village  of  Whitechurch  stands  about  four  miles  to  the 
north  of  the  city  of  Cork.  The  churchyard  lies  quite  adjacent,  and 
is  enclosed  with  a  good  stone  wall.  A  noble  pair  of  piers,  on  which 
hangs  a  large  high  double  gate,  form  an  exceptionally  fine  entrance. 
Catholic  worship  was  held  in  an  old  church  here  within  the  memory 
of  a  man  not  more  than  sixty  years  of  age.  The  church  was  slated, 
and  annexed  to  it  was  some  sort  of  a  round  tower  about  thirty-five 
feet  high.  The  former  was  taken  down  about  twenty  years  ago, 
and  the  tower  in  the  following  year.  Two  round  towers  were  built 
seventy  or  eighty  years  ago  by  that  indefatigable  antiquary,  the 
Rev.  Matt.  Iiorgan,  p.p.,  one  within  the  precincts  of  the  Catholic 
church  in  the  above  village,  and  the  other  near  the  Great  Southern 
and  Western  Railway  at  Blarney.

'In  the  Parish  Church  of  Inch,  near  Downpatrick,  anciently 
known  as  il  Inis-cooscry,"  from  Coos-cry,  son  and  successor  of 
Connor  macNessa.  King  of  Ulster,  there  exists  a  small  stone  altar, 
consisting  of  a  slab  or  mensa  of  red  marble,  resting  on  four  low 
pillars  of  the  same  material.  The  dimensions  are  as  follows  : — 
40^  inches  ^originally  said  to  have  been  49^  inchest  long,  by  29J- 
inches  wide,  and  31  inches  high.  On  the  face  of  the  mensa  are 
inscribed  the  words- 
Ex  Dono  Jaxe  Chichester. 

'  From  the  Eev.  B.  F.  White,  Rector  of  Inch,  1  learn  that  this 
Jane  Chichester  was  the  daughter  of  a  Belfast  clergyman  of  tbe 
name  of  Chichester  [could  he  have  been  the  Rev,  Simon 
Chichester,  m.a.,  who  was  Vicar  of  Belfast  in  1G32  ?],  who  had 
married  a  daughter  of  the  first  Maxwell  of  Farnham.  She 
subsequently  married  a  son  (?)  of  the  first  Maxwell  of  Finnebrogue, 
in- the  parish  of  Inch,  about  the  year  1722.  The  existing  church 
was  not  consecrated  until  the  year  1730,  so  that  probably  the  altar 
and  a  font  of  the  same  marble  were  originally  presented  to  the  old 
church,  and  transferred  subsequently  to  the  present  building.

'  Balrothery  (Town  of  the  Knight),  a  parish  and  village  in  the 
barony  of  Balrothery,  Co.  Dublin.  This  place,  which  gives  name 
to  the  barony,  was  anciently  annexed  to  that  part  of  the  Church  of 
Lusk  which  in  the  earlier  ages  belonged  to  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Dublin.  It  first  appears  as  a  parish  in  1190,  when  one  Patricks 
de  Rose!  was  appointed  Incumbent. 

'  The  best  known  of  the  Incumbents  of  the  parish  was  Francis 
Higgins,  d.d.,  who  is  referred  to  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  in  his  "  Life 
of  Swift,"  as  the  "  Irish.  Sacheverell."  Higgins,  who  was 
afterwards  Archdeacon  of  Cash  el,  was  a  High  Churchman,  and 
a  Tory,  and  a  bitter  opponent  of  Dean  Swift's. 

*  The  present  Church  of  Balrothery  is  modern,  having  been 
built  about  1812  ;  the  only  part  remaining  of  the  original  building 
is  the  tower  which  is  embattled  and  surmounted  with  a  circular 
turret,  sometimes  erroneously  described  as  a  "Bound  Tower." 

'  Lewis,  in  his  Topographical  Dictionary  of  Ireland  (1839), 
mentions  the  tradition  of  James  II  having  slept  in  the  village  of 
Balrothery  the  night  before  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne. 

'  The  information  given  above  has  been,  except  when  otherwise 
stated,  extracted  from  a  lecture  delivered  by  H.  A.  Hamilton,  Esq., 
in  1876  before  the  Y.M.C.A.  at  Balbriggan,  compiled  by  the 
Rev.  R.  Scriven  from  notes  of  the  Very  Rev.  William  Reeves,  d.d., 
Dean  of  Armagh.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  R.  Scriven  for 
the  loan  of  this  pamphlet. 

1  Only  one  side  of  the  graveyard  has  been  dealt  with  below, 
and  in  the  main  only  inscriptions  prior  to  1800.

'  The  Delahides  of  Loughshinny  (in  the  County  Dublin,  and 
Parish  of  Lusk)  were  a  branch  of  the  Delahides  of  Moyglare  in  the 
County  of  Meath  ;  the  Piichard  named  on  the  slab  was  the  son  and 
heir  of  George  Delahide  of  Loughshinny,  son  and  heir  of  Richard 
Delahide  of  Loughshinny,  younger  brother  of  Sir  Walter  fitzJanies 
Delahide  of  Moyglare,  who  was  concerned  in  the  Rebellion  of  the 
Silken  Thomas  in  1534. 

1  The  Richard  of  the  slab  made  his  last  Will  on  the  24th 
November,  1586,  and  it  was  proved  in  the  following  January.  In  it 
he  mentions  '  : — 

His  mother,  Ann  FitzLeons,  then  living  at  "  Harlokstowne." 
His  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Delahide  of  Drogheda. 
His  sons,  Anthony  and  George. 
His  daughters,  Eglantine,  Genet,  and  Ellenor. 

'  According  to  a  County  Dublin  Exchequer  Inquisition,  Richard 
Delahidc's  possessions  included  : — 

'  Loghshinne,  Thomastowne,  Ballibetagh,  Kinewre,  Dromanagh, 
and  Lumlottery,  Donabate,  Tanckardstowne,  and  Cromlyn,  all  in 
the  County  of  Dublin. 

'  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1587  he  was  only  thirty-nine  years 
of  age ;  the  date  of  his  wife's  death  was  never  filled  in  on  the  slab.'

T.  J.  Westropp* — not  one  of  which  coincides  or  is  correct ;  yet  the 
reading  is  simple,  if  allowance  is  made  for  some  chips  in  the  letters. 
The  inscription  is  in  English  (except  for  a  sentence  at  the  top  of 
the  slab),  and  runs  down  one  side  of  the  knight's  effigy  and  up  the 
other,  in  raised  Roman  capitals.

*  At  the  top  of  the  slab  there  are  two  shields  bearing  coats-of- 
arms,  the  dexter  one  (with  the  initials  I  and  B)  is  the  Birmingham 
coat,  viz.' : —

«  The  other  shield  (with  the  initials  E.  &  F.)  is  that  of  Fitz-

'  The  effigy-slab  and  the  Barnewall  altar-tomb  were,  for  protec- 
tion, moved  inside  the  church  tower  (which  is  ancient,  though  the 
church  is  modern)  in  the  year  1891,  through  the  means  of 
Mr.  Perrin,  of  Knockdromin. 

*  A  curious  feature  in  the  Bermingham  effigy  is  that  the  armour 
worn  is  of  a  much  earlier  period  than  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  The 
date  (1637)  is  not  that  of  James  Bermingham's  death,  as  he  ^as 
outlawed  for  rebellion  in  1641. 


*  The  slab  was  then  sunk  in  the  ground  and  the  inscription  barely  visible. 
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1  Another  remarkable  fact  is  that  near  the  knight's  right  calf  is 
cut,  in  outline,  a  hawk-like  bird  pouncing  on  one  resembling  a 
duck.

Stolen  Crosses  Restoked  to  a  Chuech. 

An  interesting  ceremony  took  place  at  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  at  Whitehill,  in  the  parish  of  Devenish,  on  Sunday  the 
loth  of  May  (Whit  Sunday),  1910,  and  was  thus  reported  in  the 
Freeman's  Journal  of  the  19th  of  May: — "Hundreds  of  people 
from  all  parts  of  Fermanagh  assembled  at  Whitehill  Catholic 
Church  on  Sunday  last  to  witness  the  ceremony  of  the  blessing  of 
two  crosses  which  were  recently  discovered  in  Dring  Bog,  whe 
they  had  lain  for  forty-five  years.  The  crosses  have  been  erect i  I 
in  the  churchyard,  and  will  serve  as  memorials  to  Rev.  Patrick 
Traynor,  p.p..,  and  Rev.  John  M'Loughlin,  c.c,  the  priests  in  charge 
of  Whitehill  Parish  in  1865,  when  the  crosses  were  stolen.  Each 
cross  is  set  up  on  a  solid  block  of  Newry  granite,  weighing  eight 
cwfc.,  and  an  inscription  is  carved  on  the  polished  face  of  each 
pedestal,  asking  a  prayer  for  the  repose  of  the  souls  of  those  good 
priests.  Whitehill  Church  was  built  in  the  year  1829,  and  some 
forty  years  afterwards  Father  Traynor,  p.p.,  came  to  the  parish. 
He  purchased  two  metal  crosses  in  Dublin  at  £50,  and  the  gables 
of  the  church  were  made  ready  for  the  crosses  to  be  set  in.  _  At 
that  period  there  was  a  form  of  Orangeism  rampant  in  the  district ; 
and  at  a  meeting  of  the  lodges  it  was  decided  to  remove  the  crosses 
after  they  had  been  placed  on  the  church,  or  if  possible  steal  them 
before  they  had  been  erected.  When  the  crosses  arrived  from 
"Dublin,  they  were  placed  in  the  priest's  yard,  and  on  that  very  night 
a  large  party  of  the  '  brethren  '  carried  them  to  the  Dring  Bog, 
and  threw  them  into  a  large  hole  known  as  4  the  Dullock  Hole.' 
The  Catholics  of  the  parish  immediately  purchased  two  new  crosses, 
and  these  were  erected  on  the  church,  and  for  a  considerable  time 
were  guarded  by  night  and  by  day.  In  the  month  of  August  last 
a  labourer,  named  M'Quaid,  was  making  drains  in  the  bog,  when 
he  found  the  crosses.  With  all  haste  he  went  and  informed  the 
parish  priest,  Rev.  W.  C.  O'Doherty,  of  the  discovery  he  had  made. 
Father  O'Doheny  got  a  willing  band  of  workers,  and  the  crosses 
were  soon  brought  safely  back  to  the  church  again. 

*'  On  Sunday  High  Mass  (Missa  Cantata)  was  celebrated  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Timoney,  c.c,  Irvinestown.  Afterwards  Very  Rev.  Canon 
Keown,  p.p.,  v.g.,  Enniskiilen,  preached  an  eloquent  sermon,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  said  that  he  doubted  if  there  was  any  parish  in 
the  land  that  had  been  subjected  to  more  severe  tests  than  had 
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been  the  parish  of  Whitehill.  There  the  blighting  hand  of  landlord- 
ism and  the  force  of  persecuting  laws  operated  to  a  greater  extent 
than  perhaps  in  any  other  parish  in  that  diocese.  The  event  which 
was  the  remote  cause  of  their  assembling  there  that  day  illustrated 
the  difficulties  that  the  Catholics  of  Whitehill  had  to  contend 
against  in  the  last  generation.  Some  forty-five  years  ago  Father 
Traynor,  who  was  then  the  saintly  pastor  of  that  parish,  decided 
to  place  on  the  church  the  symbol  of  man's  redemption.  Two 
crosses  were  purchased  ;  and  on  the  night  prior  to  the  day  iixed  for 
their  erection  they  mysteriously  disappeared.  He  did  not  wish  to 
make  any  reflection  upon  the  method  which  events  afterwards 
proved  had  been  employed  to  destroy  them.  'Let  us,'  said  Canon 
Keown,  '  extend  to  it  the  charity  of  our  silence.'  The  crosses 
had  recently  been  discovered  in  a  most  unexpected  maimer,  and 
they  had  been  set  up  in  the  hallowed  soil  around  that  church,  and 
would  to-day  be  solemnly  blessed  amid  the  splendour  and  magnifi- 
cence of  the  Church's  ritual.  These  crosses  would  be  a  reminder 
to  their  children  and  their  children's  children  of  the  fidelity  of  their 
ancestors  to  the  faith  that  had  never  been  extinguished  in  their 
midst. 

"The  crosses  were  afterwards  blessed  by  Canon  Keown,  who  was 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  O'Doherty,  p.p.,  Whitehill;  Rev.  James 
E.  M'Kenna,  Adm.,  m.e.i.a.,  Dromore ;  and  Rev.  J.  Timoney,  c.c, 
Irvinestown.  The  1  Veni  Creator  '  having  been  sung,  Benediction 
of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  was  given,  and  the  impressive  ceremonies 
were  brought  to  a  close." 


The  Arnoldi  Family  of  Dublin. 

The  following  extracts  are  from  the  old  family  Bible  of  the 
Arnoldis,  now  in  possession  of  their  representative,  Capt.  H.  de 
Courcy  Wheeler,  of  Robertstown  House,  County  Kildare. 

It  is  a  large  quarto  volume,  comprising  Prayer  Book,  Bible, 
and  a  metrical  version  of  the  Psalms,  and  was  printed  at  Oxford  in 
1682.    On  the  title-page  of  the  Bible  is  the  inscription  : —

On  fly-leaf  of  Prayer  Book  : —

Godfather  &  Godmother  were  Capt.  Carter  and  Mrs  Daven- 
port, he  was  Baptized  in  S*  Benedict's  Parish,  near  Paul's 
in  London,  &  is  there  Eegistred." 

"  My  Son  Owen  Arnoldi  was  Borne  28,h  Aprill  1C91  about 
a  quarter  before  three  in  the  afternoon  (that  day  being 
Tuesday).  Godfather  &  Godmother  Sr  Edmond  Turner, 
and  My  Lady  Thopam,  he  was  Baptized  in  S*  Benedict's 
Parish  near  Paul's,  London,  and  is  there  Eegistred. :'

The  Godfathers  &  Godmothers 
were  Mrs  Fernsley,  Brother  Travers,  and  Aunt  Jephson,  he 
was  Baptized  in  the  Lyberty's  of  ye  Cathedrall  of  Sl  Patrick's, 
Dublin."

The  Cupples  Family  Coat-of-arms. 


The  Cupples  coat-of-arms,  as  sculptured  on  their  family  tomb- 
stones in  the  churchyard  of  County  Antrim,  is  : — 

"  Or,  a  lion  rampant  between  three  cross  crosslets  gules." 
The  crest : — "  A  hind's  head." 
The  motto  : — "I  am  ready." 

It  is  strange  that  such  a  fine  and  well- authenticated  coat  as 
this  should  never  have  been  registered  at  Ulster's  Oflice,  Dublin. 

It  is  the  second  ancient  Cupples  coat  1  have  unearthed,  the  first 
(also  never  registered)  belonging  to  the  Ctippleses  of  Armagh,  a 
family  running  back  to  1600  or  earlier,  which  became  extinct  with- 
the  Kev.  Edward  Cupples,  Rector  of  Glenavy  in  the  County  Antrim, 
of  high  repute  as  an  able  Ulster  antiquary  in  his  day. 

This  last-mentioned  coat-of-arms,  among  other  authorities, 
stands  recorded  in  two  large  English  works,  namely,  Kobson's 
"  British  Herald,"  and  Berry's  "  Cycle  of  Heraldry,"  volume  iv. 

The  blazoning  of  these  arms  is : — li  Argent,  two  scorpions 
between  a  bend  sable."  The  crest  is  a  demi-figure  in  armour 
holding  a  blue  banner.

On  page  42  of  this  volume  of  the  Jouenal  is  given  the 
inscription  on  the  Richardson  Mural  Tablet  outside  the  Church 
of  Killyleagh,  County  Down  ;  there  is  a  coat-of-arms  on  the  slab 


as  here  shown,  the  sketch  of  which  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Wm.  F. 
Reynolds.

The  Mahons  of  the  City  of  Limerick. 

Major-General  R.  Mahon,  c.e.  (Simla,  India),  writes  as  follows 
in  connexion  with  a  slab  bearing  the  name  of  Anna  Creagh,  in 
St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  Limerick  (see  vol.  vii,  p.  132,  of  the 
Journal)  : — The  inscription  on  this  slab,  now  apparently  mostly 
illegible,  seems  to  correspond  with  that  given  in  full  in  FitzGerald 
and.M'Gregor's  "  History  of  the  City  of  Limerick,"  on  page  552  of 
the  second  volume.    As  there  given  it  reads  :  — 

ORATE  #  PRO  *  ANIMABVS  *  THOM/E  '  MAHON,  QVI  '  0BJ1T  1 
NOVEMB  :  1  *  1631,  ET  "  VXORIS  *  EIVS  '  ANNA  *  CREAGU, 
QV.E  *  OEIIT  *  NOVEMB  :  1G37 

The  date  given  in  the  Journal,  1G34,  does  not  agree  with  the 
above  ;  but  I  think  the  stone  must  be  the  same  as  the  one  mentioned 
by  FitzGerald  and  M'Gregor. 

If  any  subscriber  to  the  Journal  can  give  me  information 
concerning  this  Thomas  Mahon,  I  wrould  be  obliged. 

His  son  appears  to  have  been  James  Mahon,  who  was  Sheriff 
or  Bailiff  of  Limerick  in  1G14,  and  brother-in-law  of  Thomas  Arthur, 
"  Doctor  of  Physic,"  of  Limerick.  Lublin,  and  France,  and  author 
of  the  Arthur  MSS.  quoted  in  Lenihan's  "  History  of  Limerick."

'  The  inscriptions  given  in  vol.  vii  of  the  Journal,  and  on  pages 
585-592,  were  copied  by  the  Rev.  James  E.  M'Kenna,  Administrator, 
who  has  published  a  small  work  on  the  "  History  of  Devenish  and 
its  Antiquities."  On  page  68  of  this  work  Father  M'Kenna  gives 
the  inscription  on  a  mural  slab,  now  built  into  the  window  at  the 


entrance  to  the  spiral  stairs  in  St.  Mary's  Abbey ;  it  is  the  earliest- 
inscribed  stone  now  existing  on  the  island.  The  inscription  is  in 
Latin,  and  the  lettering  is  in  raised  Lombardic  characters ;  it 
runs  ' : — 

MATHEUS  :  ODU BEGAN  :  HOC  :  OPUS  :  FECIT  : 
B  ABTHOL  AME 0  :  OFLANBAGAN  :  PEIOEI :  BE  : 
DAMYNIS  :  A.D.  MIIIPXLIX. 

i.e.,  Matthew  O'Boogan  did  this  work  for  Bartholomew 
O'Flanagan,  Prior  of  Devenish,  a.d.  1449. 

'  Father  M'Kenna  gives  the  following  account  of  a  removal  of 
this  tablet : — 

*  According  to  Frith's*  letters,  this  stone  originally  stood  to  the 
right  of  the  east  window  and  eight  feet  from  the  floor.  It  seems  to 
have  had  its  share,  and  more  than  its  share,  in  the  vicissitudes  of  the 
place.  Early  in  the  year  1808,  Captain  FitzMaurice,  of  the  Royal 
Artillery,  Enniskillen,  carried  away  this  stone  and  built  it  into  a 
closet  in  his  own  garden.  Through  the  interference  of  Bishop 
Porter  he  was  compelled  to  replace  it.    On  March  21st  of  that  year 


*  John  Frith,  a  schoolmaster  of  Enniskillen,  who  described  the  ruins  in 

H 
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the  Rev.  Wm.  Faussett,*  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  Porter,  says  the  stono 
had  been  replaced  in  its  former  position.  How  long  it  remained 
there  we  do  not  know.  Probably  the  wall  in  which  it  was  set, 
having  been  weakened  by  the  removal  of  the  window,  soon  gave 
way  before  one  of  the  many  hurricanes  that  sweep  over  the  island, 
and  this  venerable  record  remained  buried  under  the  debris  until 
some  lover  of  "Ireland's  ancient  glory"  picked  it  out  and  had  it 
placed  in  its  present  position  of  security.  The  Prior,  Bartholomew 
O'Flanagan,  to  whom  it  refers,  died  in  the  monastery  of  Lough 
Derg  (County  Donegal)  in  the  year  14.02. 

1  The  stone  measures  2  feet  6  inches  by  1  foot  2  inches. 


. 1  The  patron  saint  of  Devenish  was  a  St.  Molaise  (son  of 
Nadfraech)  who  was  venerated  on  the  12th  of  September.  Accord- 
ing to  the  "  Annals  of  the  Four  Masters,"  he  died  in  the  year  50o. 

'  He  is  not  to  be  confused  with  other  saints  of  the  same  name, 
viz. : — 

St.  Molaise  of  Kilmolash,  Co.  Waterford,  venerated  on  the 

17th  of  January. 
St.  Molaise  (son  of  Cairell)   of  Leighlin,   Co.  Cariow, 

venerated  on  the  18th  of  April. 
St.  Molaise  (son  of  Deglan)  of  Inishmurray  Island,  Co.  Sligo, 

venerated  on  the  12th  of  August.

He  says  Captain 
FitzMaurice  excused  his  action  by  saying  that  he  had  the  stone  removed  in 
order  to  copy  the  inscriprion  and  have  it  translated. 

f  The  six-inch  Ordnance  Map  marks  this  down  as  11  Lady  Well."  so  that  the 
place  was  dedicated  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Marj . 
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murdered  in  a  wood  near  Woodford  ;  he  was  an  old  soldier  who  had 
served  in  the  Crimea,  but  I  did  not  hear  what  his  name  was.

*  According  to  Burke's  "Landed  Gentry,"  John  Aylward,  Mayor 
of  Waterford  in  1650,  the  last  possessor  of  the  Manor,  of  Faithlegg, 
in  the  County  of  Waterford,  was  transplanted  to  Connaught  by 
Cromwell,  and  apportioned  the  lands  of  Ballmagar.  He  died  in 
1662,  leaving  issue  : — Peter  Aylward  of  Ballmagar,  born  lGoS.  He 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Christopher  French,  of  Tyrone, 
County  Galway,  and  had  issue.  The  lands  of  Ballinagar  remained 
in  the  possession  of  the  Aylwards  until  1S67,  when  they  passed  by 
marriage  with  the  Aylward  heiress  to  the  family  of  Lewis,  now 
represented  by  John  M.  Aylward  Lewis,  Esq.,  of  Ballinagar.'

'I  revisited  this  burial-ground  in  August,  1910,  and  was  sorry 
to  see  its  terribly  neglected  state ;  the  growth  of  nettles  and  weeds 
make  it  impossible  to  see  where  one  is  going  to  set  one's  foot  next. 
The  burial-ground  is  situated  at  the  back  of  the  church,  and,  unless 
one  climbs  a  gap  in  the  wall,  the  entrance  is  through  a  locked  gate, 
close  to  which  is  a  notice  warning  visitors  that  it  is  "  dangerous  "  to 
walk  about  the  burial-ground.  It  is  packed  with  box-tombs  and  flat 
slabs  ;  several  of  the  latter,  though  uninscribed,  bear  effigies  in  low 
relief  of  nuns  or  monks  generally  holding  a  chalice  ;  the  monks  all 
wear  a  high,  brimless  head-dress,  similar  to  those  represented  in  the 
illustrations  of  the  monastic  orders  in  Harris's  edition  of  Sir  James 
Ware's  works,  vol.  ii. 

1  The  following  inscriptions  from  this  burial-ground  especially 
caught  my  eye,  as  they  are  cut  in  relief,  many  of  the  letters  being

'  This  churchyard  lies  about  a  mile  from  the  village  of  Cattle- 
Gregory.  Considerable  remains,  in  good  preservation,  exist  of  a 
most  interesting  old  church,  which  has  a  square  tower  attached. 
An  ancient  high  cross  stands  behind  a  modern  Protestant  Church 
in  this  graveyard.  It  is  fully  ten  feet  in  height,  time-worn,  without 
ornament,  and  rather  rude.  *  The  grounds  appear  to  contain  several 
underground  chambers,  resembling  souterrains,  in  some  of  which 
one  or  more  of  the  covering  stones  have  fallen  in,  leaving  dangerous 
little  pit-holes.    There  are,  amongst  others,  up  to  half  a  dozen  huge 
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tombs,  composed  of  stone  and  cement,  which  are  without  any 
inscription.  On  inquiring  the  advantage  of  these  strange  structures, 
I  learned  that  they  were  very  convenient  when  burying  on  wet 
days—which  in  this  district  are  many—as  no  graves  had  to  be 
made  and  the  coffins  could  be  quickly  passed  into  them '  :

?  This  churchyard  is  situated  at  the  head  of  Venfcry  Harbour, 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  sea.  Not  a  trace  of  the  old  church 
remains.  It  was  described  as  "in  ruins"  in  the  year  17oG,  when 
Smith  published  his  "  A.  &  P.  State  of  the  County  Kerry/1  There 
is  an  ancient  Celtic  cross  here,  which  measures  about  2&  feet  in 
height  and  2  feet  across  the  arms.  There  are  also  four  or  five  thick 
flags,  which  have  hollows  terminating  in  narrow  outlets  or  spouts 
scooped  in  them.    These  now  mark  graves,  but  they  probably  were 
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used  originally  in  the  gutter  of  the  old  church.    There  are  but  few 
inscriptions.    Nearly  all  the  graves  are  marked  with  pieces  of 
undressed  stone  which  bear  no  letters.

'  This  churchyard  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Lerr, 
three  miles  to  the  south-west  of  Castledermot.  Of  the  church 
ruins  only  the  east  end  is  standing,  with  a  few  feet  of  its  north  and 
south  walls,  which  each  show  a  gap  where  a  window  was  placed  ; 
further  on  is  a  rough  arched  entrance,  apparently  a  doorway,  in  the 
south  wall. 

'  The  east  window  consisted  of*  two  narrow-pointed  arched  slits 
of  rough  mason  work,  four  feet  apart  on  the  outside,  with  wide 
splays  internally,  and  only  seven  inches  wide  and  thirty-four  inches 
in  height.  There  is  no  appearance  of  any  cut  stone  work  to  either 
windows  or  doorway. 

1  The  tombstones  are  of  no  date  previous  to  the  eighteenth 
century  ;  the  earliest  I  could  discover  being  dated  172G.  They 
appear  all  to  belong  to  the  farming  class.  Two  joist  holes  pene- 
trating clean  through  the  east  wall  appear  on  either  side  of  the  east 
windows. 

*  The  burial-ground  is  a  small  one,  though  the  church  site  is  of 
great  antiquity,  as  the  Martyrology  of  Donegal  mentions  on  the 
11th  of  December  a  saint — 

"Mosenog  Mughna,  of  Bealach-Mughna,  in  the  west  of 
Leinster  on  the  brink  of  the  Bearbha  (Barrow).  He 
was  of  the  race  of  Laeghaire  Lore,  son  of  Ugaiue  Mor." 
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'  The  river  Lerr  flows  into  the  Barrow  two  miles  below  the 
churchyard.

This  is  an  old  and  neglected  graveyard  situate  in  the  townland 
of  Ballybought. 

'  There  is  no  pathway  leading  up  to  it.  It  stands  isolated  in  a 
field  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  road,  fenced  by  a  ditch  and  broken 
hedge  of  bushes  and  straggling  trees,  which  do  not,  however, 
offer  any  obstacle  to  the  cattle  wandering  in  and  out  from  the 
surrounding  field. 

*  The  ruins  of  a  small  chapel,  a  dilapidated  gable,  and  some 
portions  of  the  side  walls  still  remain. 

1  There  are  a  great  many  graves  in  the  place,  but  the  majority 
do  not  appear  to  have  had  any  kind  of  monument  over  them, 
though  several  have  rough  slabs  of  slate  or  wooden  crosses  with  a 
religious  emblem  or  two  incised  or  painted. 

'  I  was  able  to  discover  only  five  stones  bearing  inscriptions, 
transcriptions  from  three  of  which  follow.  Of  the  fourth  I  was 
able  to  make  out  only  portions  here  and  there,  owing  to  the  stone 
being  thickly  covered  by  lichen.    The  fifth  I  find  I  have  overlooked. 
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I  remember,  however,  that  its  date  was  in  the  sixties.  The  letter- 
ing is  Eoman  in  all  cases  ' : —

t  There  is  now  no  trace  of  the  church  ruins,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  barrel-shaped  octogonal  bowl  of  a  limestone  font,  per- 
forated in  the  middle,  which  lies  among  the  graves.  The  burial- 
ground  is  unenclosed,  except  for  a  light  wire  railing,  and  contains 
no  tombstones  of  any  interest.  Close  beside  it  is  a  small,  though 
rather  high,  moat.

'  On  the  opposite  page  is  shown  a  large  slab  now  lying  in  frag- 
ments outside,  the  cathedral,  bearing  a  Latin  inscription  in  raised 
Roman  capitals,  the  translation  of  which  is  '  : — 

Pity  me,  pity  me,  you  at  least  my  friends.  Jesus.  For 
to-day  to  me,  to-morrow  to  you  (i.e.,  it  is  my  turn  to  die 
to-day,  later  on  it  will  be  yours). 

Pray  for  the  souls  of  Redmond  FitzGerald  and  Anne- 
Sutton  his  wife ;  and  for  the  souls  of  James  FitzGerald 
and  Mary  Wogan  his  wife,  who  caused  this  monument 
to  me  made.    The  above-named  James  died  on  the  24th 
of  June  1618. 

'  At  one  end  of  the  tomb  is  a  coat-of-arms — FitzGerald  impal- 
ing Wogan.' 

'  The  Redmond  ("  oge  ")  FitzGerald  named  on  the  tomb  was 
granted  a  lease  of  the  manor  of  Rathangan,  County  Kildare,  in 
1558,  by  Gerald,  11th  Earl  of  Kildare.  He  died  on  the  31st  of 
January,  1581.  His  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  Garrett,  son  of 
Laurence  Sutton  of  Richardstown,  County  Kildare,  a  branch  of  the 
family  long  resident  at  Tipper,  in  the  same  county.  By  this 
marriage  Redmond  "oge"  had,  besides  daughters,  an  eldest  son, 
Thomas  FitzGerald  of  Timahoe,  County  Kildare.  The  second  son, 
Gerald,  was  ancestor  of  the  FitzGeralds  of  Piercestown  in  the 
County  Westmeath  ;  and  his  third  son,  James,  named  on  the  tomb, 
was  of  Ballydrynan,  alias  Drinnanstown,  County  Kildare,  who 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Wogan  of  Rathcoffey,  in  the 
same  county.'

'  The  joint  presentation  of  it  to  the  cathedral  came  about  as 
follows : — Upon  St.  Peter's  Festival  (29th  June),  1686,  this  church 
after  a  restoration  was  consecrated  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  (Dr.  Morton) ;  a  Confirmation  was  afterwards  held ;  then 
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Thomas  Wilson,  a  friend  of  Archdeacon  Michael  Hewetson.  wa9 
ordained  Deacon ;  and  a  Communion  immediately  followed,  at 
•which  the  paten  was  first  used. 

<In  tho  pocket-book  (the  first  of  Bishop  Wilson's  "Sacra 
Privata  ")  still  extant,  presented  soon  after  by  Archdeacon  Hewet- 
son to  Thomas  Wilson,  giving  an  account  in  his  own  handwriting 
of  the  ceremonies  of  the  day,  we  read — "For  that  Service  wo 
offered  a  piece  of  Plate,  being  a  Paten  worth  between  six  and  seven 
pounds  [of  that  period  value],  having  on  the  insido  this  inscription, 
in  papital  letters  1 "  : —

sacrum,"  with  an  I.  H.  S.,  encircled  with  rays  of  glory  in  the 
middle ;  on  the  reverse,  in  small  letters — "  Ex  unitis  devotionibus 
maxime  amicorum  Mich.  Hewetson  ct  Tho.  Wilson.  Ills  Presbyter 
et  Prebendarius  Ecclesue  Cathedralis  Su  Patricii  Dubl,  Hie  ad 
sacrum  diaconatus  ordinem  solemnitur  admissus  die  consccrationis  hitjus 
ecclesia,  viz.,  Festo  Su  Petri  1686." 

'  A  still  further  inscription  was  added  to  the  latter  105  years 
afterwards,  viz.,  in  1791,  as  follows,  in  an  outer  circle: — "  Hie 
Thos.  Wilson  Vir  eximia  Doctrina  Benevolentia,  Virtute,  et  Pietate 
praditus,  consecratus  fait  Episcopus  Sodorensi*  et  Manniensis  Jan.  16, 
1697°,  obiit  Mar.  T,  1755",  ait  sua  92°.  Ut  hece  Memoria  traderentur 
curavit  Dixie  Blundell  hujus  Eccl*  Decanus  1791°.'"*

which  he  has  kindly  forwarded  the  following  particulars  : — 

'The  stone,  which  is  12  inches  high,  15  wide,  and  8  or  10  in 
thickness,  was,  by  a  very  unusual  arrangement,  tho  lowest  of  a 
number  of  other  inscribed  stones  of  similar  size  placed  one  over  the

To  the  Memory  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Cupples,  A.B., 
Late  Rector  of  Ballyrashane. 
His  life  was  one  unwearied  course  of  duties  performed  with 

scrupulous  regard  to  his  ministerial  engagements 
His  acts  of  Charity  to  his  poor  brethren  were  limited  only 
by  his  means. 

The  humility  of  an  honest  and  good  heart  was  manifest 
in  the  easy  courtesy  of  his  cheerful  manners,  which  were 
also  distinguished  by  Godly  simplicity  aud  Christian  moderation. 
"  There  is  laid  up  for  him  a  Crown  of  righteousness." 
He  died  unmarried  at  Ballyrashane,  on  the  Gth  day  of 
November,  1853,  in  the  05th  year  of  his  age,  and  27th 
of  his  Incumbency. 
Erected  by  His  Parishioners  and  Friends. 
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'  Referred  to  in  a  lengthy  poem  appearing  in  Henry  Bayley's 
"  Lisbnrn,"  published  in  1834.  Brother  of  Rev.  Edward  Chippies, 
J.L.B.  (1785-1854),  Vicar-General  of  Down  and  Connor,  who  also 
died  unmarried,  and  who  aided  the  celebrated  Bishop  Wm.  Reeves 
in  matters  of  Ulster  antiquarian  research.  Both  of  these 
Cuppleses  were  graduates  of  Dublin  University.  Both  sons  of  a 
Rev.  Snowden  Cupples,  d.d.  (1750-1835),  Rector  of  Lisburn  Cathe- 
dral, the  last-named  son  of  William  Cupples,  Esq.  (1693-1783), 
Prospect  House,  Mullahead,  Armagh,  who  had  acquired  opulence 
through  the  early  demise  in  1729  of  his  spirited  bachelor  brother, 
one  Captain  Alexander  Cupples,  engaged  in  the  lucrative  slave 
traffic  long  existing  between  Africa  and  Bristol,  England,  the  West 
Indies  and  Bristol,  Rhode  Island. 

1  This  William  and  Alexander,  sons  of  a  Thomas  Cupples, 
(1650-1715),  of  Scarvagh,  Down,  whose  will,  in  Latin,  was  proved 
before  Rev.  Father  Thomas,  otherwise  Thomas  Lindsay,  Arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,  of  considerable  wit  and  commonsense,  who 
owed  his  ecclesiastic  advancement  to  the  friendly  influence  of  the 
immortal  Dean  Swift. 

'In  curious  contradistinction  to  the  immovable  belief  of  the 
present  few  Cuppleses  in  and  about  Clough,  in  Antrim,  they 
fastened  to  an  Ayrshire  starting-point  notion,  purely  traditional. 
The  late  Rev.  Edward  Cupples  (a  first-class  antiquary)  claimed  for 
his  Armagh  Cupples  main  line,  which  became  extinct  with  him, 
the  fact  of  its  having  taken  root  in  Ulster  just  previous  to  a.d. 
1600,  in  the  shape  of  the  grandfather  of  the  aforesaid  William 
Cupples  of  Mullahead,  that  particular  grandfather  hailing  from 
Ognall  Hall  in  Lancashire,  where  those  of  his  name  had  held  out 
for  centuries  under  cognominal  spellings,  more  or  less  resembling 
the  present  Cupples  surname  in  form.  This  William  Cupples  stood 
heir  to  that  Lancashire  piece  of  property,  but  did  not  prosecute  his 
claims  thereto,  though  the  then  Lord  Mandeville,  also  of  Armagh, 
his  friend  and  neighbour,  proffered  him  the  use  of  much  ready 
money  to  do  so. 

'  The  earliest  Ayrshire  Cupples  individual,  so  far  found  on 
record,  appears  in  a  1620  parish  of  Dailly  testamentary  document. 
There  a  "  once-alive  "  Thomas  Kippillis  reveals  himself  as  having 
children,  their  names  interchangeably  written  as  Kippill  and 
Kippilles.  In  1627  another  "  once-alive  "  Johnne  Kippilles  makes 
his  will,  wherein  his  wife  is  termed  Margaret  Rinie,  and  his  two

'The  ruined  church  of  Ballinamore  is  in  a  graveyard  in  the 
iownland  of  that  name,  about  200  yards  distant  from  Ballinamore 
Castle,  also  in  ruins.  The  church  and  castle  are  situated  in  the 
parish  of  Ballymacormick  and  barony  of  Moydow. 

'Nothing  remains  of  the  castle  but  portion  of  the  west  and 
south  walls,  and  these  are  in  a  dilapidated  and  dangerous  state.  A 
young  iady  was  killed  here  a  few  years  ago  by  a  falling  mass  of 
masonry.  The  castle  site  is  enclosed  by  a  wall  7  or  8ft.  high  ;  the 
space  enclosed  is  about  300  by  200.  Adjoining  it  is  a  farm-house, 
occupied  by  Miss  Codey.  This  castle,  which  was  dismantled  by 
the  Parliamentarians,  was  at  one  time  occupied  by  Sir  Richard 
Browne,  Bart.,  a  tablet  to  whose  memory  was  erected  in  the  little 
•church. 

1  This  church  was  originally  about  40ft.  long  and  17ft.  wide. 
It  is  surrounded  by  a  ring  fence,  mound,  and  ditch,  about  100ft.  in 
diameter.  The  west  wall  of  the  church  has  completely  fallen,  a) id 
the  remaining  walls  are  from  3  to  8ft.  high.  The  space  south  of 
the  church  has  been  used  for  burials.  There  are  no  architectural 
features  to  be  seen  ;  the  space  inside  the  walls  of  the  church  is 
thickly  covered  with  thorns  and  undergrowth. 

'  In  the  south  wall  of  the  church,  a  few  feet  from  the  east  gable, 
is  a  small  tablet  measuring  2ft.  square.  The  letters  are  raised,  and 
the  panel  has  a  moulding  worked  on  the  edge  of  the  stone.  The

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lettering  is  shown  on  the  drawing.  As  the  remains  of  both  castle 
and  church  will  in  course  of  time  gradually  disappear,  and  it  is  to 
be  feared  this  interesting  tablet  also,  it  seems  desirable  to  note 
their  existence  and  condition  while  they  are  still  to  be  seen. 

4  The  Brownes  were  brought  into  Longford  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  when  the  O'Farrells  were  dispossessed.  In  1592  Sir 
Christopher  BrowTne  occupied  Longford  Castle,  an  O'Farrell  strong- 
hold. The  inscription  above  seems  to  belong  to  about  the  first 
quarter  of  the  seventeenth  century. 

c  The  Sir  Richard  Browne,  Bart.,  mentioned  on  the  slab  was 
the  son  of  Patrick  Browne,  Alderman  of  Dublin,  who  died  in  1613. 

*  Sir  Pilchard,  also  an  Alderman  of  Dublin,  was  of  Kishoge, 
County  Dublin,  and  of  Ballinamore,  County  Longford.  He  died  in 
1642,  and  was  buried  in  Christ  Church  at  Ballinamore. 

'  He  was  twice  married  : — 

1  First,  to  Margaret,  daughter  cf  John  Malone,  Alderman  of 

Dublin  (she  died  on  the  9th  January,  1G12,  and  was 

buried  in  St.  Audoen's) ;  and

1  The  stone  upon  which  these  coats-of-arms  may  be  seen  is  built 
into  a  brick  wall  of  a  ruined  building,  at  the  rearof  Mr.  Clarke's 
shop,  on  the  west  side  of  St.  Peter's  Street,  in  Drogheda.  When 
I  first  saw  it,  the  coats  and  the  inscription  were  buried  and  quite 
unrecognizable  beneath  multitudinous  layers  of  whitewash.  How- 
ever, by  dint  of  scraping  and  cleaning  they  came  to  the  light  of  day 
once  more,  and  I  found  that  they  were  perfectly  preserved. 

'  The  two  coats  are  chiselled  upon  the  same  stone ;  and  it  is 
remarkable  that  a  tradition  relates  that  the  cemetery  of  a  convent 
lay  in  the  vicinity  in  which  they  are  to  be  seen.  No  record  of  the 
existence  of  such  a  convent  has  survived.  Under  these  circum- 
stances it  is  impossible  to  decide  whether  the  memorial  is  a  mortuary 
slab,  or  whether  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  recording  the  erection  of  a 
building  by  the  family  to  whom  the  coats-of-arms  belong  ;  although 
the.  building  in  which  the  stone  exists  is  an  old  one,  it  is  scarcely 
probable  that  the  stone  occupies  its  original  position. 

'  The  initials  S.  W.  and  J.  W.  which  surmount  the  shields  are 
those  of  two  men  whose  family  name  began  with  W.  This  family 
name  can  be  identified  from  the  coat-of-arms  on  the  dexter  sides  of 
the  shields.  In  Burke's  "  Armory,"  1878,  over  130  coats-of-arms, 
varying  much,  but  generally  including  a  chevron,  are  assigned  to 
persons  named  White.  It  is  extremely  probable  that  tins  coat, 
"chevron  between  three  heraldic  roses,"  is  yet  another  warrant  of 
the  "  White"  arms. 

i  In  the  sinister  sides  of  the  shields  we  have  the  coats-of-arm& 
of  their  respective  wives.  "  A  chevron  engrailed  between  three 
trumpets  "  are  the  arms  of  the  Thunder  family  of  Dublin,  as  may 
be  seen  in  a  Funeral  Entry,  1G19,  in  Ulster's  Omce. 

;  The  lady  whose  initials  are  I.  T.  certainly  was  of  that  family ; 
and  her  full  name  was  probably  Jane  Thunder. 

1  The  arms  on  the  sinister  side  of  the  second  shield,  those  of 
M.  N.,  the  wife  of  J.  White,  may  also  with  a  fair  amount  of  accuracy 
be  identified.  The  arms  of  O'Neill,  of  Tyrone,  as  given  in  the 
"Armory,"  are,  "two  lions  rampant,  combuttant,  supporting  a 
sinister  hand  couped  at  the  wrist.*    In  the  present  coat  these 


*  In  Father  Gogavty's  rubbing  some  sculpturing  is  shown  below  the  lions  at 
the  bottom  of  the  shield  ;  possibly  it  is  intended  for  "  a  salmon  naiant  proper," 
portion  of  the  O'Neill  coat-of-arms. — Editor. 
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features  are  distinguishable,  with  this  modification  that  the  coupeel 
hand  bears  aloft  a  rose,  which  is  undoubtedly  the  Elizabethan  rose; 
and  the  adoption  of  the  emblem  points  to  the  fact  that  the  branch 
of  the  O'Neills  to  which  the  arms  belonged  had  become-  subjects 
of  that  queen.  M.  N.  probably  signifies  TTI dip e  Nf  N&ili;  or,  if 
we  are  to  assume  that  she  used  the  English  form  of  the  name,  Mary 
O'Neill.  The  omission  of  the  O  or  the  "NT  need  cause  no  mis- 
giving, as  the  name  O'Neill  was  customarily  indexed  under  N,  and 
not  under  0,  as  is  the  modern  usage. 

1  The  sacred  monogram  I  H  S  appears  over  the  shields,  and 
underneath  each  of  them  the  date  1598  is  repeated.  This  date 
probably  records  the  erection  of  some  building  by  these  families. 

'  Nothing  is  known  of  the  Thunders,  or  of  the  O'Neills,  in 
Drogheda ;  but  the  family  of  White  was  well  known  in  the  town 
for  many  generations. 

*  In  1374.  William  White  and  Nicholas  Starkey,  elected  to  represent 

Drogheda  in  Parliament,  held  at  Westminster. 
'  1375.  John  White,  of  Drogheda,  Constable  of  the  Staple.

'The  inscription  which  is  given  below  is  copied  from  a  slab  now 
fixed  into  the  wall  of  the  church  porch  at  Killedan  ;  it  was  origi- 
nally built  into  the  gable  of  the  ruined  church  of  Lough keeaune  (?), 
some  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Killedan,  but  had  fallen  out,  and 
was  -lying  on  the  ground  in  two  pieces,  having  evidently  been 
broken  by  the  fall.  The  cut-stone  moulding  in  which  the  stone 
had  been  set  remained  in  position  in  the  gable  wall  of  the  church, 
the  ruins  of  which  and  its  surrounding  burial-ground  are  situated 
in  the  middle  of  a  field,  and  open  to  the  trespass  of  cattle ;  in  order 
to  preserve  the  stone,  it  was  removed,  and  erected  in  its  present 
position  in  the  porch  of  Killedan  church  some  years  ago. 

1  This  stone  is  a  large  slab  of  limestone,  about  four  feet  by  five 
feet,  and  about  four  inches  thick.  The  coats-of-arms  and  inscrip- 
tion are  carved  in  relief.  The  E  at  the  beginning  of  ERECTED,  at 
the  end  of  the  inscription,  was  accidentally  omitted,  and  had  to  be 
afterwards  inserted.  Owing  to  the  break  in  the  stone,  the  letters 
at  the  beginning  of  the  inscription  are  damaged ;  the  latter  runs 
thus '  :— 

HERE  LYES  INTERRED  THE  BODY  OF  ROBERT 
ORMSBY  ESQR  LATE  OF  REDHILL  WHO 
DEPARTED  THIS  LIFE  THE  23th  OF  DECE- 
MBER 1727  AND  IN  YK  61st  YEAR  OF  HIS 
AGE.    TO  HIS  MEMORY  HIS  LATE  FAITH-

of  Currendallagh  Castle,  county  Galway,  by  Ellis,  daughter  of 
Sir  Peter  French,  of  Galway,  built  here  on  the  town  land  of  Cloon- 
lagheen,  which  had  been  granted  to  him  under  letters  patent  in 
1678,  a  house  in  which  his  descendants  have  resided  ever  since. 
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'  Sir  Robert  Lynch  was  son  of  Sir  Henry  Lynch,  first  baronet 
(now  represented  in  the  senior  line  by  Sir  Henry  Lynch  Biosse, 
baronet),  who  was  son  of  Nicholas  fitz  Stephen  Lynch,  Mayor  of 
Galway  in  1584,  and  grandson  of  Stephen  friz  Arthur  Lynch,  Mayor 
of  Galway  in  1516.  Colonel  Henry  Biosse  Lynch,  the  present 
owner  of  Partry,  is  eleventh  in  descent  from  this  mayor,  who  held 
office  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth, 

'  Partry  is  tbe  name  of  the  surrounding  district ;  and  there  is 
a  village  close  by,  the  name  of  which  is  spelled  Par-tree,  but  neither 
form  is  to  be  found  in  the  Ordnance  Survey  Index.  Though  stand- 
ing on  the  town  land  of  Cloonlagheen,  the  residence  of  the  Lynch 
family  has  for  generations  been  known  as  Partry  House. 

•  Some  members  of  the  family  had  in  old  times  been  buried  in 
the  abbey  of  Ross,  near  Headford,  and  later  on  in  the  cemetery  of 
Kilkeeran,  on  Lough  Carra,  close  to  Partry ;  but  in  1823  they 
decided  on  establishing  a  last  resting-place  in  an  old  "  fort,"  which 
stands  in  the  demesne  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  the 
house,  at  a  point  where  Loughs  Mask  and  Carra  and  theConnemara 
mountains  are  in  full  view.  Surrounded  by  ancient  trees,  and  in 
deep  seclusion,  this  time-honoured  circular  hollow  forms  an  ideal 
place  of  sepulture ;  and,  since  1823,  many  members  of  the  family 
have  found  here  their  last  resting-place.  The  graves  lie  in  two 
rows,  within  low  enclosures  of  cut  stone,  each  distinguished  by  a 
small  headstone,  bearing  simply  tbe  name  of  its  occupant.  In  1854 
the  late  General  Lynch  and  his  surviving  brothers  erected  near  the 
centre  of  the  fort  a  large  stone  pyramidal  column  of  four  sides,  on 
each  face  and  base  of  which  are  carved  particulars  as  to  those 
members  of  the  family  whose  remains  lie  near,  many  of  whom  had 
brilliant  careers  in  the  army  and  public  service.

Arclntulcltait  Churchyard. 

[From  Lord  Walter  FitzGerald.] 

'  Half  of  a  lofty  bell-tower  forms  a  conspicuous  object  in  this 
churchyard,  which  lies  on  the  high  ground  overlooking  the  Boyne, 
three  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Navan.  In  the  east  end  of  the 
church  ruins  are  placed  two  large,  thick  slabs,  both  remarkable  in 
their  way. 

'  One  is  quite  plain,  except  for  a  line  and  a  half  of  an  inscription 
at  its  upper  end.  Unfortunately  the  left  top  corner  of  the  slab  is 
broken  oif,  and  with  it  a  part  of  the  inscription,  which  is  barely 
visible  to  the  naked  eye.  The  lettering  is  in  sunk  black  letter,  and 
(what  is  very  unusual  with  that  class  of  lettering)  in  English  ;  it 
reads ' : — 

[t£f)ts  $t]  one  ♦  pertametfje  ♦  to  ♦  porter  ♦ 
[  of]  Iunce£totme* 

'The  inscription  was  not  continued  further,  though  it  is  plain 
that  it  is  unfinished.  Kingstown  is  the  name  of  a  towniand 
close  by. 

*  The  other  slab  (G  feet  long  and  2  feet  8  inches  broad)  is  of  a 
very  uncommon  design,  as  along  its  length,  in  the  upper  portion,  are 
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four  carvings  in  high  relief,  in  the  following  order,  commencing  from 
the  left,  viz. ' : — 

4  L  A  shield,  bearing  two  coats-of-arms,  impaled. 
'  In  the  dexter  half:  "gules,  three  bells,  two  and  one,  argent," 
for  Porter. 

4  In  the  sinister  half:  "  gules,  a  fesse  between  five  martlets  (or 
swallows),  three  and  two,  argent,"  for  Dowdall. 

m  1  Heavy  diapering,  or  mantling,  falls  on  either  side  of  the 
shield,  and  on  a  fragment  of  scroll  (incomplete)  appear  the  letters 
ero  and  lvs. 

'  II.  A  large  ornamental  S,  which  is  the  initial  letter  of  the 
inscription. 

4  III.  A  full-faced  sun,  with  short,  wavy  rays. 

4 IV.  A  large  stag's  head  on  a  44  wreath,"  to  the  mouth  of  which  is 
attached  a  scroll,  inscribed  :  insignia  portesana  (several  letters 
conjoined),  i.e.,  44  The  Porter  Crest."  A  big  fragment  is  broken  off 
the  left  top  corner  of  the  slab,  carrying, with  it  much  of  the  left 
side  of  the  coat-of-arms. 


4  An  inscription  (see  opposite  page),  in  small  raised  capitals, 
many  of  which  are  conjoined,  occupies  the  lower  portion  of  the 
slab ;  but  it  is  quite  worn  away  in  a  large  portion  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  lines,  which  are  seven  in  number,  the  last  line 
containing  the  date— 4  Junii  .  .  4  .  .  Except  for  the  figure  4,  the 
year  is  quite  illegible,  though  it  belongs  to  the  seventeenth  century. 
This  slab  closely  resembles  in  design  the  Mar  ward  slab  at  Skreen 
in  this  county.  From  the  fragments  remaining  of  the  inscription  it 
is  clear  that  this  monument  belongs  to  a  Walter  Porter  and  Ellenor 
Dowdall,  his  wife,  whose  arms  appear  on  the  shield.  They  are  the 
persons  referred  to  in  the  following  Funeral  Entry  (see  Journal, 
44  Funeral  Entries,"  No.  292  vol,  vii,  p.  [HI]).' 

"Walter  Tor  ter  of  Kingstown  in  the  County  of  Meath  died  July  the  8  1623. 
His  first  wile  was  Jane  Cusack,  and  had  issue  James:  and  secondly  married 
Ellenor  daughtr  of  [Dowdall]  of  Staffordstowu.  by  whom  he  had  issue  William 
and  Nicholas,  John,  George,  Marier,  Elizabeth  Katherin,  and  Joan." 

4  Walter  Porter  was  the  son  of  Simon  Porter,  who  died  on  the 
81st  January,  1585.  His  wife  Ellenor  was  the  daughter  of 
Matthew  Dowdall  (ob.  29th  January,  1584),  of  Staftbrdstown.  The 
Porter  property  consisted  of  lands  in  44  Kings  tone,  Carriolse,  Harris- 
tone,  Angestone  Barrett,  Porterstone,  Damalstone,  Ballasare,  and 
Moresione  Curra^h  "  (see  County  Meath  Exchequer  Inquisition, 
No.  22  (12)  of  Elizabeth).'

*  Just  as  I  was  leaving  the  churchyard  I  noticed  a  portion  of  a 
flat  slab  which  was  almost  entirely  buried  in  the  ground.  As  it 
revealed  large  letters  round  the  edge,  I  procured  a  spade,  and  after 
removing  a  great  amount  of  sod  and  clay,  laid  it  bare.  It  proved 
to  be  well  worth  the  time  and  labour,  as  the  result  shows  in  the 
inscription  on  the  opposite  page. 

1  The  inscription  round  the  edge,  in  large,  deeply  cut  Roman 
capitals,  is  very  clear;  but  that  portion  of  it  on  the  face  of  the  slab 
was  exceedingly  hard  to  decipher,  and  of  the  Latin  part  only  a  few 
letters  can  be  traced. 

1  The  sun-dial-like  arrangement  of  Arabic  figures  is,  as  far  as  I 
know,  unique,  on  a  sepulchral  slab,  and  what  meaning  it  was 
intended  to  convey  is  unknown  to  me. 

4  There  is  no  date  given  of  this  Brian  O'Hart's  death. 

4  The  translation  of  the  inscription  is  '  : — 

I  Brian  O'Hairt,  Official  (i.e.,  Registrar)  of  the  Con- 
sistory Court  of  Meath,  believe  that  "  this  mortal  shall 
put  on  immortality  "  (from  1st  Corinthians  xv.  52),  and 
"in  my  flesh  I  shall  see  my  Saviour"  (or  "'God,"  in 
Job  xix.  26.)

4  This  churchyard  lies  a  short  distance  to  the  south  of  Navan, 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  to  the  extensive  sixteenth  century 
ruins  of  Athlumny  Castle.  The  burial-ground  is  large  and  thickly 
studded  with  tombstones ;  the  earliest  inscribed  slab  appears  to  be 
one  broken  in  pieces,  lying  sunk  in  the  ground  at  the  east  end  of 
the  church  ruins ;  it  bears  the  following  inscription  ' : —

'  Inside  the  church  ruins  lies  a  large  unlettered  slab,  G  feet 
9  inches  in  length  by  feet  in  breadth,  but  bearing  a  coat-of-arms 
impaled,  .a  helmet,  and  diapering,  all  cut  in  high  relief;  below 
them  is  a  skull  and  cross-bones  also  in  relief.

*  In  the  eastern  portion  of  the  burial-ground  there  is  a  railed  in 
plot  enclosing  an  altar-tomb  which  bears  a  long  inscription,  stating 
that  the  tomb  was  erected  by  the  parishioners  of  Navan,  to  the 
memory  of  Father  James  Joseph  Gaynon,  d.d..  who  died  at  the  age 
of  26  in  1826,  having  been  only  two  years  in  the  ministry. 

*  Close  beside  this  spiked  railing  is  a  headstone  erected  to  the 
memory  of  Father  "Hennery  Magrath,  Priest  in  ye  Parish,"  who 
died  on  the  22nd  of  August,  1769,  aged  48;  the  position  of  this 
headstone,  so  close  to  the  railing,  makes  it  very  awkward  to  read 
the  inscription.

'  Copy  of  inscription  on  a  marble  monument  in  the  old  church 
at  Dowth,  County  Meath,  on  the  east  wall  of  the  chancel ' : — 

This  marble  was  erected  by  John  the  sixth  Lord 
Viscount  Netterville  as  a  filial  &  fraternal  mark  of 
Respect  to  the  Memories  of  Nicholas  late  Lord  Viscount 
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Netterville,  Catherine  his  wife,  and  Anne  their  daughter 
who  lie  interred  near  it. 

He  would  think  it  wrong  to  have  his  name  engraved  or 
his  effigy  cut  on  a  monument,  without  acknowledging 
his  many  heavy  transgrefsions  against  the  great  just 
and  mercifull  God  and  his  holy  Christian  Religion, 
The  only  sure  and  comfortable  guide  to  mortals  in  this 
vain  treacherous  &  uncertain  world. 

4  Lower  down  on  the  monument  is  the  following  inscription  : — 
Inscribed  to  the  memory  of  The  Honble  Mrs  Frances 
Blake  by-  John  the  Sixth  Lord  Viscount  Netterville  who 
was  her  affectionate  brother. 

1  This  "  Frances  "  had  married  Andrew  Blake,  of  Castlegrove,  in 
the  County  of  Galwray. 

' In  Cogan's  "  Diocese  of  Meath  "  (vol.  ii,  p.  308),  published  in 
1867,  these  inscriptions  are  set  out.  Cogan  also  states  that  other 
members  of  this  family  were  buried  in  this  church. 

4  There  is  no  doubt  that  for  centuries  this  had  been  the  burial- 
place  of  the  Nettervilles  of  Dowth. 

'  I  have  found  reference  to  the  following  : — Ellinor,  wife  of 
Nicholas,  first  Viscount  Netterville  of  Dowth,  who  was  second 
daughter  of  John  Bath  of  Drumcondragh  in  the  County  of  Dublin, 
was  buried  in  the  church  of  Dowth  on  the  9th  November,  1634, 
(Funeral  Entries,  vol.  vi,  1633-1652,  and  p.  4  of  "  Evidence  in  the 
case  before  the  Committee  for  Privileges  in  1830-1834,"  by  which 
James  Netterville,  of  Frahane  (or  Coarsefield),  in  the  County  of 
Mayo,  proved  his  title  to  succeed  as  seventh  Viscount  Netterville, 
John-,  the  sixth  Viscount,  having  died  without  issue). 

1  Luke  Netterville  of  Stalleen  in  the  County  Meath,  the  third 
son  of  the  third  Viscount,  directed,  by  his  will  proved  the  3rd  July, 
1742,  his  body  to  be  buried  "in  the  burying-place  of  my  ancestors, 
in  the  church  of  Dowth  "  (Report  of  Attorney-General  in  above 
case,  p.  10). 

'  John,  the  sixth  Viscount  Netterville,  was  also  buried  there 
(same  Report,  p.  9). 

'  It  would  be  of  interest  to  know  whether  there  are  still  existing 
any  monuments  or  tombstones  in  this  church  recording  these 
burials,  -  or  those  of  other  members  of  the  Netterville  family. 

*  Another  question  upon  which  some  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion may  throw  light  is  whether  this  church  of  Dowth  was  ever 
really  parochial,  or  whether  it  was  not  rather  the  private  chapel  of 
the  old  castle  of  Dowth,  which  is  (mite  near,  and  which  had  been 
inhabited  by  the  Netterville  family  from  at  least  early  in  the 
thirteenth  century  ("  Hibernia  Dominicana,"  p.  200).  Dr.  Cogan 
(p.  804)  refers  to  Dowth  as  being  a   parish,  and  the  church 
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parochial,  but  lie  gives  no  succession  of  pastors  of  the  church,  as 
in  other  cases.  He  states  that  Dowth  parish  was  formerly  'in- 
corporated in  Grangegeith,  but  does  not  give  any  evidence. 

'Dr.  Cogan  also  (p.  800)  refers  to  a  "  very  handsome  chalice  " 
still  in  use  in  the  parish  (i.e.,  in  18(57),  presented  by  John,  fourth 
Viscount  Netterville,  on  the  pedestal  of  which  is  inscribed  '  :  

Illustrissimus   Joannes   Vicecomes    Netterville  hunc 
calicem  donavit  A.D.  1G89. 

*  What  exactly  is  the  parish  referred  to,  and  is  the  chalice  in 
use  now  ? 

'•Lewis,  in  the  "Topographical  Dictionary,"  refers  to  Dowth 
as  being  a  parish  containing  1,600  acres,  but  the  question  is,  Was 
Dowth  church  ever  the  parish  church  ?  '

1  The  slab  bearing  this  inscription  is  fractured  along  the  right- 
hand  side  and  the  pieces  are  missing.  The  edge  of  the  stone  had  a 
rope-pattern.  There  is  a  large  portion  of  the  stone,  above  the 
inscription,  in  several  fragments,  on  which  is  worked  a  nondescript 
floral  design,  but  I  could  not  make  out  any  eoat-of-arms,  crest,  or 
motto.  The  slab  lies  flat  on  the  ground  and  was  nearly  overgrown 
with  a  grass  sod  when  1  first  found  it. 

I'  Dean  Webb  was  Rector  of  Dunshaughlin  from  1670  to  1696  ; 
hence  I  have  added  the  figures  above  as  the  possible  year  of  his 
death.  Our  silver  paten  is  inscribed  : — "  The  gift  of  Henry  Webb  to 
ye  Parish  Church  of  Dunsayhlin  Anno  1711."

'  This  churchyard  is  by  the  roadside,  four  miles  to  the  north  of 
Athboy.  The  only  remains  of  the  church  now  standing  is  a  portion 
of  the  west  end  which  looks  like  part  of  a  tower.  Through  the 
burial-ground,  being  used  as  headstones,  are  mullions  and  window 
jambs  of  cutstone  work.  There  are  no  lettered  tombstones  of  any 
interest,  nor  apparently  of  an  older  date  than  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century  ■  but  in  the  western  part  of  the  churchyard  at 
the  head  of  a  grave  is  a  slab  with  a  bevelled  edge  and  an  ornamental 
cross  in. relief  on  it  ;  it  is  more  than  half  buried  in  the  ground,  and 
as  it  narrows  from  the  upper  end  downwards,  it  must  be  of  an 
ancient  date. 

'To  the  left  of  the  entrance  gate  into  the  churchyard  are 
portions  of  ornamental  window  lintels  built  in  as  coping  to  the 
wall,  and  alongside  of  them  is  a  most  interesting  head  of  an 
ancient  small  ringed  cross,  decorated  with  Celtic  patterns  ;  one  of 
the  arms  is  broken  off  and  the  remainder  of  the  cross  is  missing. 
Though  only  18  inches  across  the  arms,  this  little  cross  is  of  the 
same  pattern  as  the  famous  high  crosses  of  Kells  and  elsewhere. 

'  The  "  Martyrology  of  Donegal "  on  the  16th  of  December 
records  the  festival  of  St.  Rodaighe,  patron  saint  of  Girley,  or  (as 
it  was  then  called)  Greallach-Bunna.'

'Inside  the  church,  built  into  the  north  wall,  is  a  sixteenth- 
century  mural  monument,  which  belonged  to  the  Dillons,  of  Bivers- 
town.  It  is  in  two  portions,  and  these  two  stones  were  till  lately 
lying  neglected  in  the  churchyard,  until  rescued  by  the  present  Sir 
John  Dillon.  Bart.,  of  Lismullen  House,  who  had  them  placed  in 
their  present  position. 

*  The  upper  part  of  the  monument  contains  a  shield  in  a  circular 
wreath  surrounded  with  diapering.  On  the  shield  are  two  coats-of- 
arms,  viz.  : — 

"  Argent,  a  lion  rampant  gules,  overall  a  fess  azure,"  for 
Dillon. 

"  Per  pale  gules  and  argent,  a  fleur-de-lis  per  pale  argent 
and  sable,"  for  Sarsfield. 

*  The  sculpturing  is  in  high  relief. 

*  Below  runs  an  inscription  in  raised  letters,  as  shown  on  the 
opposite  page,  the  translation  of  which  is  : — 

Sir  Robert  Dillon,  of  Riverstown,  K\  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Lady  Queen  Elizabeth's  Common  Bench  in  her  Kingdom 
of  Ireland,  and  one  of  the  Privy  Council,  together  with 
the  lady  Katherine  Sarsfied  his  wife,  made  (or  built)  this 
work,  5th  of  October,  a.d.  1595.

'The  work  here  alluded  to  was  probably  connected  with  the  old 
church,  a  handsome  mullioned  window  of  which  is  now  (for  preser- 
vation) built  into  the  belfry. 

'  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  lines  the  stone- 
cutter has  made  a  couple  of  errors  by  inserting  Es  instead  of  Fs  in 
the  words  bars  field  and  fecerunt. 

1  According  to  Arcbdall's  edition  of  Lodge's  "  Peerage  of 
Ireland,"  Sir  Robert  Dillon,  of  Riverstown,  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Dillon,  of  Riverstown,  by  his  wife  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Luttrell,  of  Luttrellstown,  in  the  County  Dublin.  Sir  Robert 
became  very  eminent  in  his  profession  of  the  law,  being  appointed 
in  1553  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Chief  Pleas.  In  1580 
he  was  knighted  by  the  Lord  Deputy  Grey,  and  in  1582  he  was 
constituted  Chief  Justice  of  the  said  Court,  an  appointment  he  held 
till  his  death  on  the  27th  July,  1597,  when  he  was  buried  at  Tara 
with  his  ancestors.  The  ruins  of  this  castle  of  Riverstown  are 
situated  near  the  latter  place. 

'  Sir  Robert  was  twice  married,  first  to  Ellenor,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Alen  of  Kilteel,  in  the  County  Kildare;  and  secondly  to 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Sarsfield,  of  Lucan,  Alderman 
of  Dublin  ;  by  both  wives  he  had  issue,  but  his  successor  was  a  son 
named  Bartholomew,  by  his  second  wife.' 


1  Except  for  a  pillar-stone,  known  as  "  St.  Eunan  or  Adamnan's 
Cross,"  there  is  nothing  else  of  interest  in  the  churchyard.  "  St. 
Adamnan's  Cross"  is  a  square  pillar  5  feet  8  inches  high,  1  foot 
8  inches  in  breadth,  and  11  inches  in  thickness  ;  it  is  unsculptured 
except  for  a  small  full-faced,  doubled-up  human  figure  cut  in  relief 
on  its  east  face;  it  is  much  weather-worn  and  so  very  hard  to 
distinguish  its  limbs  ;  some  have  taken  it  for  a  Sheelah-na-Gig, 
but  this  is  very  doubtful. 

'  The  existing  tombstones  mostly  belong  to  the  Wilkinson 
family,  a  name  numerous  about  Tara. 

'  The  two  earliest  inscriptions  given  below  were  copied  from  a 
couple  of  headstones  ' : —

'There  is  in  the  south-west  of  Trevet  chancel  a  fine  table-tomb 
in  excellent  preservation,  except  the  inscription,  which  latter 
seems  to  have  been  chiselled  with  very  light  and  heavy  strokes. 
The  lighter  strokes  have  almost  completely  vanished.  I  paid 
several  futile  visits.  At  last,  coating  the  whole  deeply  in  chloride 
of  lime,  and  leaving  for  a  wT6ek  or  two  of  wet  wTeather,  I  was  able 
on  my  next  visit  to  make  out  the  few  following  words  in  the 
positions  shown  '  : —

'  The  inscription  given  above  is  very  worn  in  places,  and  may 
soon  become  illegible.  The  spelling  is  as  above.  Five  hundred 
years  before  1725  brings  us  back  to  the  time  of  the  De  Lacys,  who 
built  a  town  at  Trevet  and  rebuilt  the  church  in  honour  of 
St.  Patrick.  There  is  a  townland  in  Trevet  Parish  called 
Jealoustown,  doubtless  after  the  founder  of  the  above  family.'

Her  eldest  brother,  Sir  Archibald,  was  in  1776 
created  Viscount  Gosford.  She  married  in  1742  the  Right  Rev. 
Walter  Cope,  d.d.,  of  Dromilly,  County  Armagh,  Bishop  of  Ferns 
and.Leighlin. 

'  Or  it  may  be  intended  for  her  mother  Anne,  daughter  of  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Philip  Savage,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  of  Ireland. 
But  in  either  case  she  would  not  have  been  Lady  Anne.

•  *  The  people  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Clonenagh  speak  of  *'  the 
seven  churchyards  "  there,  though  there  are  in  reality  only  two, 
anyhow  in  use.   The  others  pointed  out  appeared  to  be  natural 
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hillocks ;  one,  however,  of  which  had  a  rough  low  slab  erect  in 
it. 

'  The  inscriptions  which  are  here  given  are  copied  from  tomb- 
stones in  the  burial-ground  containing  the  ruins  of  the  church  ; 
the  other  graveyard  is  about  a  hundred  yards  nearer  to  Mary- 
borough, and  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  public  road. 

'  The  ruins  of  the  church  are  to  a  large  extent  still  standing, 
and  consisted  of  a  nave  and  chancel ;  the  chancel  arch  is  a  pointed 
one,  and,  strange  to  say,  the  chancel  is  the  larger  of  the  two  divisions. 
The  ruins  contain  no  cut-stone  remains  of  either  doorway  or 
windows,  except  the  east  window,  which  had  a  central  mullion,  and 
an  ornamental  upper  portion ;  a  very  little  of  the  cut-stone  work 
of  the  tracery  now  exists,  and  what  remains  is  overgrown  with  ivy. 
There  are  no  tombstones  of  any  age,  and  the  inscriptions  given 
below  are  among  the  earliest.

*  The  burial-ground  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  public  road,  and 
nearer  to  Maryborough,  is  situated  on  a  hillock,  and  has  no  trace 
of  the  foundations  of  a  ruin  on  it ;  like  in  most  of  the  churchyards 
in  this  district,  the  tombstones  are  Hat  slabs ;  this  is  a  very  bad 
plan,  as  they  get  covered  with  clay  from  an- interment  beside  them, 
from  workings  of  ants,  or  from  becoming  sunk  in  the  ground. 

*  On  the  ditch,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road,  stands  a  low- 
forked. sycamore  tree  of  no  great  age;  in  the  hollow  of  the  junction 
of  the  arms  is  lodged  a  certain  amount  of  water,  which  is  always 
there,  no  matter  how  dry  a  summer  may  be.  On  the  branches  of 
the  tree  are  tied  rags,  as  it  is  visited  for  cures,  being  reputed  holy, 
because  on  St.  Fintan's  (or  Fantan's)  well,  which  formerly  existed 
near  by,  being  meddled  with,  the  well  is  said  to  have  transferred 
its  water  to  this  tree.

'Mr.  G.  A.  P.  Kelly,  m.a.,b.e.,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
notes  on  the  old  County  Roscommon  family  of  Leyns,  or  Lyons,  of 
Ashbrook,  Parish  of  Lissonuffy  and  Barony  of  Roscommon,  and 
previously  of  County  Meath  : —

'  Grantee  Alexander  Leyns,  son  of  Robert  Leyns. 

'  The  g.  grandson  of  this  Alexander  conformed  to  the  Estab- 
lished Church.  Certificate  signed  by  Rev.  Maurice  Mahon,  Vicar 
of  P.  of  Bumlin,  10/5/1783.

1  John  D'Alton,  in  his  "  King  James'  Army  List,"  vol.  ii,  p.  522. 
writing  of  Robert  Lynch,  or  Leyns,  who  was  transplanted  in  1653, 
states  : — "  The  will  of  this  Robert  Lynch,  or  Leyns  (whose  last 
male  descendant,  it  may  be  allowed  to  mention,  was  the  author's 
maternal  uncle),  bears  date  in  1667,  in  which  he  refers  to  his  little 
grandchild,  Christopher  Leyns.  Robert,  the  son  of  this  little  g.son, 
Christopher,  married  in  1712  Anne  Everard,  of  Randalstown,  and 
as  they  professed  different  religions  the  law  necessitated  their 
marriage  out  of  Ireland.  It  took  place  at  Holyhead,  and  ail 
unusually  massive  ring  commemorating  the  date  is  faithfully 
preserved." 

1  D'Alton's  work  was  published  in  1860,  and  he  states  that  little 
more  than  twenty  years  had  elapsed  since  the  Crown  asserted  its 
title  to  the  Roscommon  Cromwellian  Allotment  as  on  failure  of  the 
issue  made  of  Robert  Leyns.  This  was,  I  presume,  the  Robert  Leyns 
who  was  transplanted  in  1653  and  to  whose  son,  Alexander,  the 
grant  by  Charles  II  was  made  in  1677. 

*  There  is  in  the  ruined  church  of  Lissonuffy,  among  some  other 
very  remarkable  monuments,  one  tombstone  of  the  Leyns  family. 
This,  curiously  enough,  has  the  inscriptions  on  it  inverted  in  order 
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of  date,  the  later  inscription  being  cut  over  the  earlier  one,  which  is 
in  raised  letters  '  : —

'I  would  presume  that  the  last  word  now  undeeiphertd  is 
Kverard  and  that  this  "  Robin  "  was  the  same  as  the  Robert  Leyns 
married  in  1712  at  Holyhead. 

'  In  the  pedigree  as  given  by  Father  M.  Devitt,  s.j.,  this  Robert 
is  made  to  marry  a  Frances  Leyns.  Perhaps  Anne  Everard  was 
his  second  wife.  The  Peter  Leyns,  whose  demise  is  recorded  on 
the  tombstone  as  occurring  in  182-.  is  likely  to  have  been  the  son 
of  Alexander,  who  conformed  in  1783,  and  whose  sister  re-erected  the 
old  family  stone.  Alicia  O'Ferrall  is  most  likely  to  have  been  one 
of  the  family  whose  most  prominent  representative  is  Sir  George 
Plunkett  O'Ferrall,  and  which  is  also  most  respectably  represented 
in  Strokestown. 

'  The  County  Roscommon  Census  of  1821  throws  little  or  no 
light  on  this  old  family  of  Leyns.  The  name  appears  to  have 
become  Lyons  among  its  minor  collaterals.  There  were  over  a 
dozen  families  named  Lyons  in  Belmont  of  the  smallest  peasant 
•class,  and,  strange  to  say,  on  Knocknabarnaboy  the  census  records 
that  it  had  no  house  nor  any  inhabitant,  residing  on  it.  In  the 
Poor  Law  Valuation  of  1857  there  were  no  families  of  the  name 
residing  on  Trienacrieve,  Knocknabarnaboy,  or  Bellmount. 

'  Sir  Thomas  Ross  appears  as  immediate  lessor,  and  George 
Kelly  principal  tenant  of  Ashbrook.  He  was  there  only  about 
fifteen  years  and  sold  to  a  Mr.  P.  Hanly  in  1861.  Previous  to  Kelly, 
the  occupier  was  an  attorney  named  Farrell,  or  O'Farrell,  who  was 
most  likely  one  of  the  same  O'Ferrall  family  mentioned  above.'

'  On  the  left  of  the  cross  is  a  cock,  standing  on  a  circular  object 
not  identified,  a  soldier  piercing  our  Lord's  side  with  a  spear,  and 
two  scourges  ;  while  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  are  placed  in  a  row 
at  the  bottom  of  the  panel.

*  Belville  House  (alias  Gortnaglogh),  now  in  ruins,  is  situated 
about  a  mile  to  the  north-east  of  Clonoe  Church,  and  about  a  mile 
to  the  west  of  Mountjoy  Castle.  Over  the  hall  door  is  a  mural 
tablet  bearing  the  Morris  coat-of-arms,  initials,  and  the  date  1G82. 


At  this  time  Captain  John  Morris,  of  Gortnaglogh  (alias  Belville), 
who  died  in  1G85,  was  in  possession  of  the  property,  and  lived  in 
the  above-named  house. 

'I  read  the  initials  thus: — M  stands  for  Morris;  I  stands  for 
John ;  and  b  for  his  wife's  Christian  name,  which  I  do  not  know.' 
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*  On  the  opposite  page  are  shown  four  sketches  of  inscriptions  on 
monuments  connected  with  the  Morris  family  of  Belville  and 
Mountjoy,  both  places  situated  near  this  church.  They  are 
numbered  1,  2,  3,  and  4.  The  first  three  are  inside  the  church, 
and  the  fourth  is  cut  in  the  burial-ground. 

'  Major  Crookshank  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  particu- 
lars in  connexion  with  them  : — 

'No.  1  is  a  mural  monument  built-  into  the  north  wall  of 
the  church,  and  faces  No.  2.  I  cannot  say  if  this  stone  is  in 
its  original  position,  though  it  was  very  likely  placed  over  the 
pew  of  the  Thomas  Morris  named  on  it. 

'No.  2  is  in  the  south  wall  facing  No.  1.  The  same  remark 
with  regards  to  position  applies  to  this  as  to  No.  1. 

'  No.  3  faces  the  entrance  door  of  the  porch,  being  built  into 
the  north  wall. 

1  The  two  families  of  Morris,  viz. :  Morris  of  Gortnaglogh  or 
Belville,  and  Morris  of  Mountjoy,  were  descended  from  a 
common  ancestor — Patrick  Morris  of  Gortnaglogh  and 
Mountjoy,  who  died  on  the  23rd  July,  1G34.  Gortnaglogh 
descended  to  the  eldest  son,  and  Mountjoy  to  the  second. 

'  The  Morrises  suffered  severely  during  the  rebellion  of  Sir 
Phelim  Roe  O'Neill  in  1041,  at  the  hands  of  Turlough 
"  Groome "  O'Quinn,  who  commanded  the  rebels  in  that 
part,  and  took  possession  of  Mountjoy. 

1  Thomas  Morris  of  Mountjoy,  mentioned  in  the  inscriptions, 
was  the  direct  ancestor  of  the  family  of  Morris- J  ones  of 
Moneyglass,  County  Antrim,  afterwards  Morris-Hamilton - 
Jones. 

*  No.  4  is  a  headstone  standing  in  the  churchyard  to  the  west 
of  the  porch.' 


I  Alongside  of  the  last-mentioned  headstone  is  another  bearing 
this  inscription  '  : — 

HERE  LYETH  THE  BODY 
OF  IOHN  FINN  WHO

1 A  short  distance  to  the  south-east  of  Taghmon  village,  at  the 
angle  formed  by  the  road  leading  to  Harperstown,  there  is  a  small 
square  gateless  and  walled-in  enclosure,  in  the  centre  of  which  is 
a  plain  granite  obelisk.  This  enclosure  was  the  burial-place  of 
several  members  of  the  Batt  family,  the  first  of  whom  was  a  New 
Ross  merchant  at  the  commencement  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
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His  son— Samuel  Bat t— acquired  property  in  the  county  and  settled 
down  at  Ozier  Hill,  on  the  townland  of  Coolaw,  close  to  Taghmon. 
The  reason  of  their  burying  in  this  spot,  from  1741  to  1840,  and 
not  in  the  burial-ground  at  the  Protestant  Church,  is  unaccount- 
able.

'  Continuing  my  lists  of  the  graveyard  inscriptions  of  East 
Wicklow,  I  have  followed  the  same  method  which  I  used  in 
describing  those  of  Dunganstown  (more  correctly,  Donganstown)  in 
vol.  vii,  pp.  482-488;  that  is,  I  have  given  the  names,  dates, 
ages,  and  relationships,  in  the  briefest  possible  form.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  actual  wording  of  these  inscriptions  which  merits 
that  literal  transcription  which  is  of  course  proper  in  cases  of  early, 
elaborate,  and  especially  Latin,  epitaphs.  The  object  of  these  lists 
is  mainly  to  put  on  record  the  names  and  dates  of  the  population 
of  East  Wicklow  before  the  gravestones  become  illegible  by  process 
of  time,  weather,  and  almost  universal  neglect.  This  record  is  the 
more  important  because  the  Parish  Registers  of  East  Wicklow  are 
usually  of  very  modern  date ;  the  majority,  indeed,  begin  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  and  often  well  on  in  that ;  three  date  back  to 
the  first  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century ;  and  five  to  the  second 
half  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  greater  number  by  far  of  the 
names  included  in  the  following  lists  do  not  occur  in  any  Parish 
Register;  and  as  the  age  (here  indicated  in  parenthesis)  is  often 
recorded,  the  approximate  date  of  birth,  as  well  as  of  death,  is 
supplied.  When  the  whole  of  the  graveyards  of  East  Wicklow  (or 
"Byrnes'  Country")  have  been  recorded,  we  shall  know  fairly 
accurately  what  families,  of  all  ranks  above  the  labouring  class, 
lived  in  the  various  parishes  ;  and  often  we  shall  learn  the  names 
of  their  farms  or  houses,  or  (which  is  usually  the  same  thing)  of 
the  townlands  on  which  they  lived.  Such  information  may  be  of 
great  value  to  the  genealogist.  A  general  index  of  the  whole  series 
of  lists  should  supply  a  view  of  the  population  of"  Byrnes'  Country," 
from  the  Restoration  to  the  date  which  I  have  chosen  as  the  termi- 
nal limit — 1850;  after  that  date  the  Registers  should  suffice. 
Only  in  special  cases,  when  it  seemed  desirable,  have  I  included 
later  dates.'

'  The  gravestones  are  inside  and  around  the  ruins  of  the  old 
church,  and  Roman  Catholic  burials  still  take  place  there.  Some 
of  the  slabs  and  headstones  are  broken  or  deeply  imbedded,  but  the 
large  majority  are  decipherable.  There  must,  however,  be  many 
more  that  are  buried  or  destroyed,  for  it  is  known  that  the  O'Byrnes 
of  Kiltimon  (and  probably  other  leading  chiefs  of  that  ''nation") 
were  buried  at  Castlo  Timon  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  doubt- 
less long  before  that.  The  troubles  of  1641  and  the  following  ten 
years  may  account  for  much  destruction  of  tombs  and  churches  ; 
no  less  than  the  rebellion  and  repression  of  1798.'

1  No.  6. — About  a  foot  from  No.  5  is  a  small  marble  cross  to 
"  Charles  E.  M.  Walker,"  1873. 

'  Close  to  the  last  is  ground  enclosed  by  wire  netting.  A  shrub 
is  at  the  head  of  this  space,  but  no  stone.  Outside  the  netting,  at 
the  lower  corner  to  the  right  hand,  is  a  block  of  cut  granite,  into 
the  top  of  which  something  had  apparently  been  leaded. 

'No.  7. — Some  ten  feet  further  on,  and  more  to  the  west,  touch- 
ing No.  5  of  Row  I,  is  a  small  marble  headstone  to  the  infant 
children  of  "  John  &  Marianne  Morgan,"  1865  and  1866.  The 
MS.  under  No.  56  adds  "23  Stephen's  Green,  Dublin" — the 
residence,   according  to  the  directory,  of  Professor  J.  Morgan, 

F. P.. C.S.I. 
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4  No.  8. — On  a  line  with,  but  some  fifteen  feet  from,  the 
"  Morgan  "  memorial  is  the  head  of  an  enclosed  ground,  twelve 
feet  square,  surrounded  by  a  large  granite  kerbing,  surmounted  by 
heavy  railings.  There  is  a  gate  into  this  space,  but  no  monument 
inside.  A  marble  slab,  however,  is  attached  to  the  inside  of  the 
south  railings,  the  inscription  on  which,  in  leaded  block  capitals, 
and  reading  from  the  inside,  is  as  follows  ' : —

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In  connexion  with  this  "  Old  Court  Burial  Place,"  it  may  be 
of  some  interest  to  add  here  that  the  second  volume  of  the  "  Dublin 
Penny  Journal  "  (1833-34)  gives,  at  page  125,  an  illustration  of 
the  remains  of  the  old  castle,  with  the  following  statement :— "  In 
the  reign  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  Sir  Thomas  Mulso,  an  English 
Knight,  obtained  a  grant  of  a  district  of  land,  in  the  territory  of 
the  0' Tools,  now  the  County  Wicklow,  then  called  the  Marshes  [sic] 
of  the  County  of  Dublin,  on  condition  of  reducing  it  to  a  state  of 
order  and  obedience  to  the  English  government.  He.  accordingly, 
took  possession  by  force  of  arms,  aud  drove  the  O'Tools  from  their 
strongholds,  and  built  a  castle  and  town  called  Midso's  Court.  It 
is  said  he  was  killed  in  a  skirmish  with  the  Irish,  and  his  followers 
were  expelled  from  the  country.  It  continued  in  the  possession  of 
the  Irish  till  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  when  it  was  granted 
to  Eichard  Edwards,  Esq,  a  Welsh  gentleman,  in  whose  descendant 
it  still  remains,  by  the  name  of  Old  Court. The  Rev.  P.  L. 
O'Toole,  in  a  note  at  page  365  of  his  11  History  of  the  Clan 
O'Toole,"  says,  "  Old  Court,  it  would  appear,  was  the  place  where 
Wingfield  lived."  This  note  is  connected  with  the  year  1595,  but 
which  bearer  of  that  name  is  intended  is  not  very  clear.  Lewis  in 
his  "  Topographical  Dictionary,"  speaking  of  the  ruins  of  the 
castle  at  Old  Court,  "  consisting  of  a  tower,  with  some  fragments 
of  the  walls,"  says,  "  Near  these  is  a  rude  pyramidal  block  of 
granite,  on  which  are  some  faint  traces  of  ancient  sculpture,  which, 
from  a  print  taken  before  it  was  so  much  mutilated,  appears  to 
have  represented  the  sacrifice  of  a  ram.  On  the  top  of  it  is  a 
cavity  apparently  designed  for  the  reception  of  a  cross."! 


*  See,  however,  the  "Journal  of  the  E.S.A.I.,"  for  December,  1905,  for  a 
somewhat  contradictory  account  in  connexion  with  its  ownership  by  the  Earls 
of  Ormond. 

\  O'Curry  (Ordnance  Survey  MSS.)  gives  a  more  lengthy  account  of  the 
castle,  and  especially  of  the  sculptured  stone,  with  a  drawing  of  the  latter,  and 
the  story  of  its  removal  to  its  present  position.  This  I  may  perhaps  include 
in  my  next  notes  on  Bray. 
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The  Smith  Family  of  Ballingarry,  Lismacrory,  Bally- 
mona,  and  Milford  in  the  County  Tipperary;  and  of 
Birr  and  Shinrone  in  the  King's  County.

The  following  account  of  the  Smith  family,  who  had  several 
residences  in  the  Ballingarry  neighbourhood,  is  compiled  from  wills, 
marriage  licences,  &c,  and  will,  I  hope,  he  found  accurate,  as  far 
as  it  goes.  Notwithstanding  the  statements  in  Burke's  "Landed 
Gentry,"  under  "  Smyth  of  Gaybrook,"  1  very  much  doubt  if  this 
family  belonged  to  that  stock,  and  an  examination  of  the  dates  will, 
at  any  rate,  show  that  the  descent  could  not  be  as  is  outlined  there. 
But  it  is  quite  likely  that  this  family  of  Smith,  owing  to  inter- 
marriage with  the  Smiths  of  Violetstown,  came  to  believe  that  they 
also  belonged  to  the  Westmeath  family  : —

The  Crawford  Arms. 

On  page  503  of  the  seventh  volume  of  the  Journal  reference 
is  made  to  the  distinguished  sons  of  the.  Rev.  T.  Crawford, 
Presbyterian  Minister  of  Crumlin,  County  Antrim. 


We  here  reproduce  the  Family  Arms  kindly  drawn  for  the 
Journal  by  Miss  C.  L.  Long. 


Sir  Thomas  Hibbotts. 

[From  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Huband,  Kimsbury  House,  Gloucester.] 

Sir  Thomas  Hibbott's  Funeral  Entry  in  Ulster's  Office  shows  his 
coat-of-arms  :  "  Sable,  three  leopards  faces  jessant-de-lis  argent." 
This  is  the  coat  of  the  Ilubands  of  Ipsley  Court,  Warwickshire. 
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Hibbotts  was  an  alternative  way  of  spelling  Huband  or 
Hubande,  and  occurs  as  an  alternative  in  the  will  of  John  Huband 
of  Bevington,  who  is  described  as  "  alias  Hybotte.  It  is  of  frequent 
occurrence  in  other  documents.  This  Sir  Thomas  Hibbotts'  was 
son  of  Thomas  Huband  (see  M  Visitation  of  Worcestershire," 
1682-83,  page  G2),  where  it  records: — 

Thomas  Hunt  of  Lindesey=:Elizabeth  daughter  of  Thomas  Huband 
buried  in  Inkberrow  of  Inkberrow  father  of  Sir  Thomas 

Church.  Huband. 

In  Ulster's  Office  Sir  Thomas  Huband's  wife's  name  is  men- 
tioned as  Mary.  She  was  daughter  of  John  Brice,  and  this  was  her 
fourth  husband. 

John  Huband  of  Bevington  (already  mentioned  as  "alias 
Hybotte"),  whose  Will  was  made  in  1623,  speaks  of  Thomas 
Huband  the  elder  (Sir  Thomas  Huband's  father)  as  "cosin."  I 
think  the  elder  Thomas  was  son  of  John  Huband,  armiger,'of  Ipsley 
(whose  Will  was  proved  in  1545),  for  in  the  Will  of  William  Huband 
(son  of  this  John)  mention  is  made  of  "  Thomas  my  brother's  son." 
This  appears  to  me  to  be  Sir  Thomas  Hibbotts.

QUERY. 


Concerning  the  Browne  Family  of  the  County  Mayo. 

John  Browne  of  the  Neale,  Co.  Mayo,  was  Sheriff  of  Co.  Mayo 
in  1583  and  1587,  and  was  so  serving  when  on  8th  February, 
1587,  in  an  expedition  against  the  Bourkes  of  the  Owles,  he  was 
ambushed  in  the  sand-dunes,  near  Fahy  or  l)oona  Castle,  at 
Beal-na-gorp,  and  killed.    A  rock  at  the  spot  is  still  called  Carrig 

B 
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Browne.  He  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Thomas  KardyfTe  of 
Dunsink,  Co.  Dublin,  whose  sons  were  John  and  Nicholas.  John 
Kardyffe  applied  to  be  made  guardian  of  John  Browne's  infant  son 
Josias,  in  support  of  which  application  Nicholas'  letter  to  Lord 
Burghley  of  11th  September,  1595,  is  published  in  the  "  Galway 
Archaeological  Society's  Journal,"  vol.  v :  ride  Mr.  Martin  J.  Blake's 
article,  pp.  145-158. 

It  is  still  uncertain  of  what  family  was  this  John  Browne — 
whether  of  the  Brownes  of  Cowdray,  Viscounts  Montague,  whose 
title  became  extinct  in  1707  under  "the  curse  of  fire  and  water" 
[vide  Mr.  Charles  Randall's  "  Cowdray  "] — or  of  the  Brownes  of 
Kilpatrick  in  Co.  Westmeath.  or  elsewhere.  His  son  Josias  married 
Joan  or  Jane,  daughter  of  Edward  Bermiugham  of  Carrick, 
Co.  Kildare. 

Are  there  extant  any  marriage  registers  of  either  the  father  or 
son,  or  any  papers  of  the  KerdyiTe  or  Bermingbam  families  which 
mention  John  Browne's  parentage  or  descent  ?

1  An  old  graveyard  lies  in  what  is  locally  called  il  The  Slack  of 
the  Island,"  in  the  townland  of  Bally  keel,  about  one  half  mile, 
north-west,  from  the  foot  of  Muldersley  Hill,  and  the  same  distance, 
east,  from  the  Bailycarry  Station  of  the  Northern  Railway,  running 
from  Belfast  to  Larne,  on  the  opposite  shore  of  Larne  Lough. 

'  This  graveyard  is  a  very  small  one,  and  contains  the  ivy- 
covered,  ruined  walls  of  an  old  rectangular  church,  about  60  feet 
long  by  24  feet  wide.  Many  interments  have  taken  place  in  the 
enclosed  area,  access  to  which  is  had  by  means  of  a  few  rough  stone 
steps  built  at  the  lowest  point  in  the  southern  wall.  The  grave- 
stones, all  of  which  are  upright,  are  numerous,  relative  to  the  size 
of  the  place  ;  their  inscriptions  may  be  read  without  much  trouble, 
having  doubtless  been  preserved  owing  to  the  sheltered  position  of 
the  buryiug-ground ;  many  stones  also  have  been  cleaned  or 
painted,  and  a  few  of  them  have  had  their  lettering  renewed ' : —

master of  Islandmagee,  who  died  24th  March  1821  aged 
62  years.

'  This  graveyard  lies  at  the  north  end  of  the  peninsula,  on 
rising  ground,  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  Antrim  coast,  from 
Larne  northwards.  It  is  unsheltered  by  trees  'or  shrubs,  and 
apparently  contains  no  remains  of  an  architectural  nature.  It  is 
thickly  tilled  with  graves;  ninny  of  the  stones,  from  their  exposed 
position,  are  so  weather-worn  that  their  inscriptions  have  long  since 
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disappeared.  A  marked  contrast  exists  here,  as  elsewhere,  in  the 
present  condition  of  lettering,  cut  at  about  the  same  date,  on  slate 
and  on  the  ordinary  stone ;  the  former,  after  a  little  rubbing,  shows 
clean,  sharp  edges,  even  the  lighter  incisions  being  distinct  and 
legible,  whereas  the  latter  is  blurred  and  difficult  to  follow ' : —

*  The  parish  is  first  mentioned  as  Clondagah  and  Eribanub  in  the 
Papal  Taxation  of  1302.  The  last  name  is  probably  "  Scribanus," 
to  be  connected  with  the  well  named  Toberscreabaun  in  the  parish. 
The  name  Clondagad  belongs  to  the  form,  so  common  in  this 
country  (like  Glendalough,  Clondanagh,  &c),  marking  the  strange 
regard  of  the  Irish  for  the  number  two.  Legend  says  in  this  case 
that  Clondagad,  the  plain  of  the  two  gads  (or  withes),  derived  its 
name  from  two  druids,  Screabaun  and  Fiddaun,  having  contested 
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with  each  other  in  magic,  making  their  "  gads "  float  up  the 
stream — no  great  miracle  in  the  tidal  part — and  Screabaun  won. 
A  rock  recess  or  bed  of  Screabaun  is  shown  near  the  river.  The 
ancient  church  has  left  no  trace  ;  and  the  present  one,  with  its 
rounded  "  corners  "  and  western  belfry,  is  very  modern,  having 
been  rebuilt  in  1809.  We  collected  the  following  epitaphs,  but  not 
a  few  others  are  defaced  or  partly  covered  ;  none  of  these  latter 
seemed  of  any  great  age  ' :  —

The  Pratt  mural  monument  in  Castlemartyr  Cliurch  is  sur- 
mounted by  the  crest :  an  elephant's  head,  an  urn,  and  a  snake, 
with  tail  in  mouth.    Below  are  the  Pratt  arms. 

'  Robert  Pratt,  to  whose  memory  this  monument  was  erected, 
was  son  of  James  Pratt,  of  Carrieknasbinny,  near  Youghal,  County 
Cork,  Bailiff  of  Youghal,  1718 ;  by  Mary,  daughter  of  Simon 
Creen,  of  Youghal,  Bailiff,  169G.  He  was  admitted  Freeman  of 
Youghal  2nd  April,  1739,  and  married,  1740,  Sarah,  daughter  of 
Biehard  Williams,  of  Jghtermurrough,  County  Cork.  Several  of 
his  descendants  attained  distinction,  including  his  son,  General 
John  Pratt,  who,  when  Major,  erected  the  monument  to  his  father's 
memory;  and  his  grandson,  General  Sir  Thomas  Kenagh,  k.c.b. ; 
his  nephew,  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Charles  Pratt,  k.c.b.,  was  baptized  at 
Castlemartyr  19th  January  1775.

•  '  In  the  churchyard  there  are  quite  a  number  of  interesting 
inscriptions.  I  had  only  time  to  copy  the  following  two.  Of  the 
inscriptions  in  the  churchyard  that  of  Stephen  Towse  situated 
against  the  wall  at  the  door  of  the  old  church,  is  the  most  interesting. 
The  stone  is  of  limestone,  and  the  inscription,  except  the  figure  8  in 
the  age,  and  figure  8  in  the  date,  is  quite  legible.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  only  the  age  in  the  second  part  of  the  inscription  is 
given,  while  the  sculptor  has  made  a  liberal  use  of  capitals  and 
small  letters,  mixing  them  up  in  the  inscription  to  suit  his  fancy. 
In  every  instance  the  letter  D  is  given  as  a  small  letter,  also  the 
letter  H,  except  when  used  as  an  initial  letter.  The  letters  H  and 
E  in  the  word  "her"  in  the  second  last  line  are  conjoined,  the 
only  instance  of  this  kind  made  use  of  in  the  inscription.  The 
final  letter  in  the  wife's  Christian  name  is  also  omitted  ' : —

*  The  graveyard  at  this  place  can  be  reached  in  an  hour's  walk- 
over a  good  but  uphill  road  from  Mogeely  Station  on  the  Cork  and 
Youghal  line.  This  graveyard,  in  which  stands  the  Protestant 
church,  a  pretty  little  building  with  a  spire  to  it,  is  rather  small, 
fairly  well  kept,  and  with  but  few  gravestones  of  recent  date,  due 
possibly  to  a  diminished  population.  It  lies  at  some  distance  south 
of  the  village.  The  most  notable  inscription  is  that  on  a  table- 
tomb,  in  somewhat  large  lettering  '  : —

Portions  of  the  walls  of  the  old  church  still 
remain,  including  the  two  gable  ends,  and  the  arched  doorway  at 
the  south  side.  In  the  centre  of  the  old  church  is  the  grave  of  a 
former  Parish  Priest,  which  is  still  evidently  an  object  of  popular 
•devotion — a  shelf  having  been  placed  in  front  of  the  headstone, 
which  is  covered  wTith  religious  objects,  such  as  small  statues,  with 
other  more  incongruous  articles,  such  as  an  egg-cup,  a  feeding- 
bottle,  a  glass  candlestick,  a  farthing,  and  several  empty  bottles.

Undaunted  bravery  ex- 
hibited in  the  suppression  of  the  slave  traffic  in  the 
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African  seas,  a  character  unequalled  for  enterprise  and 
consummate  skill  in  all  the  details  of  his  profession, 
recommended  for  this  arduous  service 

Lieutenant  Richard  Roberts,  b.n. 
In  accomplishing  it  he  not  only  surpassed  the  wildest 
visions  of  former  days,  but  even  the  warmest  anticipa- 
tions of  the  present,  gave  to  science  triumphs  she  had 
not  dared  to  hope,  and  created  an  epoch  for  ever 
memorable  in  the  history  of  his  country  and  of  naviga- 
tion. The  thousands  that  shall  follow  in  his  track 
must  not  forget  who  it  was  that  first  taught  the  world 
to  traverse  with  such  marvellous  rapidity  that  highway 
of  the  ocean,  and  who  in  thus  connecting  by  a  voyage 
of  a  few  days  duration  the  eastern  and  western  hemi- 
spheres, has  for  ever  linked  his  name  with  the  greatest 
achievement  of  navigation  since  Columbus  first  revealed 
Europe  and  America  to  each  other. 
God  having  permitted  him  this  high  distinction,  was 
pleased  to  decree  that  the  leader  of  this  great  enterprise 
should  also  be  its  martyr.  Lieutenant  Roberts  perished 
with  all  hands  on  board  his  ship  the  4  President '  when 
on  the  voyage  from  America  to  Europe.  She  was  lost 
in  the  month  of  March  1841. 

As  the  gallant  seaman  under  whose  guidance  was 
accomplished  an  undertaking  the  result  of  which 
centuries  will  not  exhaust,  it  is  for  his  country — for  the 
world  to  remember  him.  His  widow,  who  erects  this 
melancholy  memorial,  may  be  forgiven  if  to  her  even 
these  claims  are  lost  in  the  recollection  of  that  devoted- 
ness  of  attachment,  that  uprightness  and  kindliness  of 
spirit,  which  for,  alas  !  but  three  brief  years  formed  the 
light  and  joy  of  her  existence.

*  Considerable  remains  of  the  ancient  Catholic  Church  are  still 
in  position.  It  was  28  feet  2  inches  wide.  The  south  wall  is  at 
present  12  feet  high  and  45  feet  long,  but  it  was  evidently  much 
longer  originally.  In  this  wall  is  a  pointed  doorway,  in  height 
6  feet  to  apex,  and  in  width  3  feet  6 J  inches.  The  spring  of  the 
arch  commences  3  feet  9  inches  from  the  ground.  The  doorway  is 
supported  by  a  buttress  at  each  side,  and  is  constructed  of  cut 
stone,  chamfered ;  the  interior  is  supported  by  a  rough  arch. 
There  is  a  putlog  hole  at  each  side.  The  wall  is  2' feet  104-  inches 
thick,  immediately  opposite  in  the  north  wall  is  a  somewhat 
similar  doorway,  2  feet  9  inches  wide,  and  5  feet  6  inches  high. 
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In  the  south  wall,  to  the  east  of  the  doorway,  and  about  4  feet 
from  the  ground,  is  a  lancet-window,  6  inches  wide,  which  splays 
internally.  The  dressed  stone  facing  of  this  window  is  much  dis- 
placed and  ready  to  fall,  but  for  a  growth  of  ivy  which  keeps  it 
together.  These  ruins,  if  cleared  of  the  growth  of  wood  that 
infests  them,  could  with  -very  little  outlay  be  made  very  sightly  and 
interesting  for  many  years  to  come.  One  of  the  neatest  Protestant 
'churches  in  Ireland  stands  in  this  churchyard. 

1  It  was  built  at  the  expense  of  one  of  the  Earls  of  Kingston, 
and  Divine  Service  is  held  in  it  on  Sundays  by  our  fellow-member, 
the  Very  Rev.  Canon  Moore.

'  There  is  no  trace  of  the  ancient  church,  and  the  burial-ground 
contains  no  tombs  of  any  antiquity,  with  the  exception  of  one  slab, 
which  was  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Webster,  Rector 
of  Passage  West,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  photograph  here 
reproduced,  and  to  whom  the  discovery  of  the  slab  is  due.  Writing 
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in  the  month  of  April,  1911,  Mr.  Webster  states  that  "  it  is  about  ; 
thirteen  years  since  I  first  saw  the  stone,  but  it  was  afterwards 
covered  over,  and  the  grass  allowed  to  grow  on  it.    When  I  went  I 
to  look  for  it  some  time  ago  it  was  well  under  the  earth,  and  only 
for  the  exertions  of  my  parishioner,  who  now  resides  in  the  old 
Glebe  house,  I  fear  it  would  have  fared  badly." 

*  The  position  of  the  slab  is  about  the  middle  of  the  churchyard.  ' 
It  lies  flat,  though  to  be  photographed  it  was  temporarily  placed 
upright. 

4  The  inscription  is  not  complete,  as  the  date  does  not  appear  to 
have  ever  been  cut  on  the  slab.  The  lettering  is  partly  in  "  the 
black  letter  "  and  partly  in  Roman  capitals,  raised  and  . rudely  cut. 
Unfortunately  the  Christian  name  of  the  deceased's  father  is  beyond 
deciphering.  Mr.  M.  J.  M'Enery,  of  the  Dublin  Record.  Office,  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  inscription  should  be  read  '  : —

<  On  page  34':— 

"  On  the  rising  ground,  at  the  entrance  to  this  town,  formerly 
stood  a  noble  house  of  the  Eight  Honourable  Edward  Lord 
Cromwell,  burned  down  by  the  Irish  rebels  in  1641. 

"  This  Gentleman  came  over  into  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  King 
James  I,  and  was  Captain  of  an  Independent  Troop  at  Down, 
where  he  built  this  House,  some  of  the  ruins  whereof  yet  appear, 
and  in  which  he  lived  with  great  hospitality  and  credit.  He  was 
descended  from  Lord  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex,  in  the  reign  of  King 
Henry  VIII,  and  enjoyed  from  him  an  estate  in  Devonshire,  which 
he  exchanged  with  Blount,  Lord  Viscount  Mount  joy,  for  the  Abbey 
lands  of  Down,  Inis,  and  Saul,  granted  to  that  nobleman  for  his 
great  services  to  the  Crown.  He  died  here,  and  was  buried  in  the 
middle  of  the  old  Cathedral,  near  the  east  end,  and  on  his  grave- 
stone is  this  inscription  "  : — 

HERE  LIETH  INTERRED  THE  BODY  OF  THE  RIGHT 
HONOURABLE  EDWARD  CROMWELL  BARON  OFOKEHAM. 
DECEASED  24th  OF  SEPTEMBER  1607-  ALSO  THE 
BODY  OF  THE  HONOURABLE  OLIVER  CROMWELL,  SOM 
TO  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  THOMAS,  EARL  OF 
ARDGLASS,  AND  GRANDSON  OF  THE  SAID  EDWARD, 
DECEASED  19™  OF  OCTOBER  1668- 


'The  following  extracts  from  Burke's  "Extinct  Peerage"  give 
the  descent  of  the  members  of  the  Cromwell  family  named  on  the 
tombstone ' : — 

"  Thomas  Cromwell,  son  of  Walter  Cromwell,  a  blacksmith  at 
Putney,  upon  his  return  from  foreign  service,  under  the  Duke  ,  of 
Bourbon,  obtained  a  situation  in  the  suite  of  Cardinal  Wolsey 
and,  after  the  fall  of  that  celebrated  Prelate,  was  taken  into  the 
service  of  King  Henry  VIII,  in  which  he  evinced  so  much  zeal  and 
ability  that  he  was  promoted  to  some  of  the  most  important  offices 
of  the  State.  On  the  9th  J ulv,  1536,  he  was  created  Baron  Cromwell 
of  Okeham  (in  Eutlandshire),  and  on  the  10th  April,  1539,  Earl  of 
Essex.  But  his  elevation  was  not  more  rapid  than  his  decline. 
His  instrumentality  in  allying  the  king  with  Anne  of  Cieves 
proved  his  downfall,  and  on  the  24th  July,  1540,  he  was  beheaded  ; 
but  his  son  Gregory,  who  in  his  lifetime  had  been  summoned  to 
Parliament  as  Lord  Cromwell,  had  that  dignity  confirmed  to  him 
by  Letters  Patent  in  the  December  followiug  his  father's  execution. 
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[From  a  brother-in-law  of  Thomas  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex, 
named  Morgan  Williams,  whose  son  and  heir  assumed  the  name  of 
Cromwell,  was  descended  Oliver  Cromwell  the  Lord  Protector.] 

"Gregory  Cromwell,  Baron  Cromwell  of  Okeham,  died  in  1551, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Henry. 

"  Henry,  2nd  Baron,  died  in  1592,  leaving  by  his  wife  Mary 
Paulet,  daughter  of  John,  2nd  Marquis  of  Winchester,  a  son  and 
heir  Edward,  the  individual  named  on  the  tombstone. 

"  Edward,  3rd  Baron  Cromwell,  of  Okeham,  took  to  his  second 
wife  Frances,  daughter  of  William  Eugge,  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  he 
had  Thomas  his  successor. 

"  Thomas,  4th  Baron  Cromwell,  of  Okeham,  was  created  on  the 
22nd  November,  1624,  Viscount  Lecale.  and  on  the  15th  April, 
1645,  Earl  of  Ardglass.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Robert  Meverell,  of  Throwleigh,  in  Staffordshire,  by 
whom  he  had  several  children,  the  third  son  being  the  Oliver 
Cromwell  named  on  the  tomb.  His  father,  Lord  Ardglass,  died  in 
1653.  The  title  became  extinct  on  the  death  of  the  7th  Baron  and 
4th  Earl  in  1687."

*  In  a  note  Mr.  Digenan  says  that  "  these  last  two  tombstones 
seem  to  be  very  old,  but  there  is  no  date  on  either  of  them.  The 
latter  is  a  large  horizontal  red  sandstone,  and  bears  tbe  arms  of  the 
MacMullans,  who  were  an  important  family  in  the  district  in  former 
times."' 
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'  The  MacMullan  family  gave  to  the  Catholic  Church  many 
clerics,  some  of  them  of  eminence.  Some  members  of  this  family 
conformed  in  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  who,  in  later 
years,  gave  to  the  Protestant  Churches  men  of  standing  and  ability. 
Colonel  Daniel  Magennis  raised  a  regiment  of  Dragoons  in  Down 
for  service  under  James  II ;  amongst  the  officers  were  two 
MacMullans.  O'Laverty  in  his  "Diocese  of  Down  and  Connor" 
(vol.  i,  p.  313)  says:  "The  common  ancestor  of  this  family  was 
named  Shane  Mor  MacMullan,  whose  descendants  were  located  in 
Clonduff,  Drumgooland,  and  Kinalarty.  General  S.  F.  MacMullan, 
of  the  Indian  Army,  who  died  in  1896,  aged  eighty-four,  was  a 
member  of  this  family. 

*  Drumballyroney  burial-ground  was  the  principal  burial-place 
of  the  chiefs  of  the  Magennis  family.  Sir  Arthur  Magennis,  the 
first  Viscount  Magennis,  of  Iveagh,  was  interred  here  on  the 
15th  June,  1629,  and  probably  the  second  Viscount  also.  Many 
other  chiefs  of  this  family  must  be  buried  in  DrumbaUyroney, 
though  not  a  single  monument  bears  the  name  of  Magennis.'

Here  lies  the  body  of  George  Hill,  Esq.  He  was 
removed  from  this  mortal  scene  on  the  24th  of  January, 
1812,  at  the  age  of  54  years.  Here  also  lie  the  remains 
of  his  beloved  wife  Mary  Hill  AYho  was  removed  to  her 
rest  on  the  15th  of  December,  1843  At  the  age  of  79 
years.  Likewise  George  Henry  Brown  Aged  5  years 
Died  6th  July,  1333 


Erected  by  Peter  and  Frances  Hallion,  in  memory  of 
their  beloved  son  George  Peter  Hallion  who  departed 
this  life  April  23rd,  1822  Aged  13  years  Also  Ann, 
sister  to  the  above  who  departed  this  life  April  20th, 
1828,  aged  35  years.  Here  also  lie  the  remains  of  the 
said  Peter  Hallion  Father  of  the  above  children,  who 
departed  this  life  on  the  7th  day  of  January,  1837,  aged 
74  years.  Also  the  remains  of  the  said  Frances  Hallion, 
Mother  of  the  above  children,  who  departed  this  life  on 
the  14th  May,  1851,  aged  84  years. 
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'On  the  wall  filling  up  one  of  the  ornamental  arches  on  south 
side  (inside)  of  church  are  two  marble  tablets,  on  one  of  which  i& 
the  following  inscription  '  : —

of  the  city  of  Dublin.  He  was  born  in  Londonderry  on 
the  18th  of  October  in  the  year  1758,  and  died  at  his 
house  in  Rutland  Square,  January  10th  1828  Eminent 
in  his  profession  and  deservedly  esteemed  he  will  long 
be  extensively  regretted  This  monument  is  erected  by 
his  affectionate  sister. 


1  On  the  second  of  the  pair  of  tablets  already  mentioned  is  the

1  Inside  church,  in  south  aisle,  east  end ' : —

'  In  the  eastern  half  of  north  side  chancel ' : —

remains  lie  interred  in  the  adjoining  grave,  He  departed 
this  life  on  the  5th  May,  1844,  Aged  81  years. 
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Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Sarah  Deborah  Rochfort,  the 
beloved  wife  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Rochfort,  Rector  of 
Castletown,  Who  departed  this  life  the  28th  Juue/1837, 
Aged  40  years.  Also  sacred  to  the  memory  of  Mary 
Alice,  who  died  January  18th,  1837,  aged  nine  months 
And  Mervyn  Archdall,  who  died  May  25th,  1837,  Aged 
15  years.  The  infant  children  of  the  Rev  Henry 
Rochfort  and  Sarah  Deborah  his  wife. 


Erected  by  Edward  Constable  as  a  mark  of  affection  to 
his  beloved  mother  Mrs  Anne  Constable,  wrho  departed 
this  life  the  4th  of  February,  1852,  «.ged  60  years. 


Underneath  this  is  laid  the  remains  of  Mr.  William 
Somerville,  2nd  brother  of  Sir  Quaile  Somerville.  Bart. 
Also  the  remains  of  his  wife  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Somerville 
aged  61,  who  departed  this  life  March  the  11th,  181.7. 
To  an  exterior,  peculiarly  engaging,  she  united  a  good 
mind  and  simplicity  of  heart  rarely  to  be  met  with, 
respected  and  beloved.  May  those  who  mourn  her 
emulate  her  in  her  many  virtues.

— A  headstone,  about  a  foot  from  the  last,  stands  at  the 
south  of  No.  1  of  Row  III.  There  was  possibly  nothing  more  ever 
inscribed  on  this  memorial  than  the  I  H  S,  with  cross  above,  and 
the  carving  contained  in  brackets,  which  is  to  the  left  hand  of  the 
centre  of  the  I  H  S.  What  has  been  given  as  "  8  "  looks,  however, 
more  like  "  S'":—

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*  No.  3. — This  headstone,  -which  is  in  front  of  No.  2  of  Row  III, 
has,  under  the  I  H  S,  with  cross  above,  a  device  resembling  a  broad 
arrow.

1  No.  5  is  a  large  flat  stone  close  to  the  last,  but  with  its  head 
some  three  feet  behind  the  line  of  No.  4.    According  to  the  Post 
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Office  Directory  for  1832  Mr.  William  Furlong,  22  Upper  Fitz- 
william  Street,  and  60  Aimgier  Street,  was  an  attorney  (?  Furlong 
and  LaTouche,  attornies,  60  Aungier  Street) '  : —

1  No.  6. — Less  than  a  foot  from  the  last  memorial  is  a  flat  lime- 
stone slab  four  feet  long  by  three  and  a  half  feet  wide,  resting  on 
four  granite  steps  or  bases.  The  highest  of  these  does  not  project 
at  the  foot  of  the  slab,  and  to  a  small  extent  only  at  the  head,  but 
about  six  inches  at  each  side.  The  lowest  is  very  much  disarranged 
and  measures  from  twenty-one  to  twenty-eight  inches  in  projection 
from  that  resting  on  it,  and  each  of  the  second  and  third  bases 
from  eleven  to  fourteen  inches.  These  steps  are  covered  with  long 
grass,  and  altogether  are  in  a  discreditable  state,  and  require  the 
attention  of  the  deceased's  relatives,  if  any  such  are  alive.  I 
believe  the  year  of  Mr.  O'Connor's  death  to  be  correctly  given 
below  as  carved  on  the  stone,  though  his  name  does  not  disappear, 
as  minister  of  St.  Luke's,  from  "  Wilson's  Dublin  Directory  "  till 
1824.  According  to  "  Erck's  Ecclesiastical  Register  "  for  1818,  he 
was  appointed  to  St.  Luke's  in  1810,  and  if  he  belonged  to  Trinity 
College,  Dublin,  his  m.a.  degree  is  not  recorded  in  "  Todd's  Cata- 
logue," 1869,  but  only  his  e.a.,  which  he  would  seem  to  have 
taken  in  1783 '  :—

'No.  7. — A  flat  stone  originally  about  a  foot  probably  from  the 
last  memorial ;  though  a  letter  or  two  of  the  inscription,  especially 
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he  "  H  "  in  brackets,  is  now  concealed  by  the  disarranged  step  or 
base  of  No.  6.  There  is  a  curved  stroke,  apparently  carved,  under 
the  last  two  figures  of  the  first  year  '  :—

'  No.  9  is  a  headstone  of  limestone  about  a  foot  and  a  half  from 
the  last,  sunk  in  the  ground  and  leaning  forward.  There  is  nothing 
more  on  this  stone  except  it  be  much  further  down.  The  figure 
in  brackets  might  possibly  be  "  8  "  ' : —

*  No.  10  is  a  tall  headstone  of  limestone  on  a  granite  base.  It 
is  on  a  line  with  No.  8.  close  to  but  somewhat  behind  the  last 
memorial.    At  the  beginning  of  the  eighth  line  there  is  a  space 
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hollowed  out,  where  no  doubt  some  wrong  lettering  was  at  first- 
carved.  The  verses  sadly  contrast  with  the  present  gloomy  appear- 
ance of  this  churchyard,  there  being,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  no 
flowers  in  it  now  ' : —

'No.  11  is  a  flat  stone  about  half  a  foot  from  No.  10.  Appa- 
rently there  was  never  any  inscription  on  it.' 


'  No.  12  is  a  headstone  of  limestone  half  a  foot  from  the  last, 
and  leaning  a  little  forward.  The  first  letter  of  "Liskennet"  is 
an  E  without  the  head  horizontal  line,  but  the  place  is  probably  a 
townland  in  Ballingarry  parish  * : —

rial.   The  date  of  death  was  covered  with  earth,  only  about  seven 
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inches  of  the  stone  being  above  ground.  It  is  not  likely  that  there  is 
any  further  inscription.    The  lettering  is  altogether  in  capitals '  : —

*  No.  15. — Some  four  feet  from  the  previous  memorial  is  a  lime- 
stone slab  resting  on  four  freestone  supports,  one  of  which  at  least 
will  soon  have  crumbled  away  altogether.  These  were  probably 
the  supports  of  the  original  stone,  on  which  they  were  placed  when 
it  was  laid  on  the  ground,  and  the  later  slab  erected.  The  head  of 
the  tomb  is  about  two  feet  to  the  west  of  the  line  of  No.  14.  The 
"  e  "  and  "t"  are  connected  with  each  other  at  the  top  in  the 
word  "acted,"  and  in  "  Thomb  "  there  is  a  horizontal  stroke 
carved  by  mistake  at  the  top  of  the  "h,"  like  that  of  another 
capital  <<T'":—

The  inscription  on  the  old  slab  and  those  on  the  few  regaining 
stones  in  this  row  I  hope  to  contribute  next  time. 


*  The  following  inscription  is  taken  from  a  low  altar-tomb  at  the 
extreme  east  of  the  churchyard,  not  very  far  from  the  north  boundary. 
The  limestone  slab  bearing  it  has,  at  the  top,'  the  third  and  last 
coat-of-arms  which  I  have  found  in  this  ground,  a  rubbing  of  which 
I  have  taken  to  accompany  this  note.  The  sides  of  the  tomb  and 
the  kerbing  are  of  granite,  the  north  and  east  portions  of  the  latter 
being  covered  up.  Remains  of  railings  are  in  the  kerb  at  the  west 
end,  and  such  also  appear  above  ground  at  the  east.  These  latter 
stand  about  two  feet  from  the  middle  house  of  three,  which  form 
part  of  the  east  boundary — the  northernmost  one  being  that 
allotted  to  the  sexton  to  live  in.  The  frontage  of  these  houses  is 
in  Liberty  Lane,  oft"  Camden  Row.  The  inscription  is  in  small 
letters.  The  last  letter  in  44  strictest  ?)  "  is  a  perpendicular  stroke 
too  tall  for  that  of  a  "  t "  ;  it  resembles  an  "  f,"  but  there  does  not 
seem  room  for  "  of."  I  am  not  aware  whether  there  was  any  relation- 
ship between  this  Thomas  Greene  and  the  **  Henry  Greene  "  of 
Row  iv,  No.  15.  A  "  Pedigree  of  the  Greene  Family  "  was  published 
by  the  late  Surgeon-Colonel  Greene,  the  few  remaining  copies  of 
which  were  lately  offered  for  sale  at  Greene's  Library,  Clare  Street, 
but  I  have  not  seen  this  volume. 

4  The  crest  appears  to  be  a  stag's  head ;  and  the  arms, 
"  azure,  three  stags  trippant."  The  motto  is  :  44 1  neither  fear  nor 
despise  '  ": —

{  Some  7  or  8  feet  to  the  south  of  the  side  wall  of  the  church, 
at  its  centre,  is  to  be  found  an  interesting  altar-tomb  bearing  the 
oldest  date  in  the  churchyard,  as  far  as  1  have  yet  ascertained. 
The  brickwork  of  which  the  underpart  is  composed  is  broken  away 
at  the  foot.  This  memorial  is  not  so  high  as  the  "  Leeson  "  tomb, 
a  few  feet  to  the  south-west  of  which  it  stands,  and  which  the  old 
sexton  had  thought  to  have  the  oldest  date  in  the  graveyard  when 
I  copied  the  inscription  carved  on  it  (see  vol.  vi,  p.  287).  When 
looking  through  the  churchyard,  however,  along  with  the  care  taker, 
one  evening  in  the  autumn  of  1909  I  observed  "  1706  "  on  this 
stone,  and  then  carefully  examined  the  inscription  for  an  older 
date,  which  I  found.  The  upper  part  of  the  slab,  however,  was  so 
concealed  by  a  layer  of  a  greasy,  greenish  substance  that  I  had  to 
get  it  cleaned  by  more  than  one  application  of  hot  water,  in  which 
"washing  soda"  was  dissolved. 

*  With  respect  to  the  inscriptions,  which  are  in  capitals, 
"  Damaske  Street "  is  Dame  Street;  the  "Y's"  are  of  the  form 
of  our  small  "  y,"  but  do  not  descend  below  the  other  letter- 
ing, and  the  last  two  letters  of  the  fifth  line  are  conjoined  ;  the 
upper  part  of  the  8  resembles  an  inverted  triangle.  The  second 
inscription  runs  continuously  with  the  first  as  regards  the  space 
between  the  lines  :  it  is,  however,  evidently  more  recently  cut 
and  only  the  larger  capitals  are  of  the  same  size  as  the  older 
lettering.  The  "  U's  "  of  the  later  inscription  are  of  the  form  of 
our  small  "  u,"  unlike  those  of  the  older,  which  are  "  Vs."  The 
last  lines  give  the  names  of  the  "  Master  "  and  two  "  Wardens  "  of 
the  year.  After  copying  the  inscription  I  began  to  take  (a  matter 
of  considerable  difficulty)  a  rubbing  of  the  stone,  which  I  hope  to 
finish  and  send  with  my  next  notes.

•  The  next  oldest  is  a  mural  tablet,  formerly  in  the  south  wall 
of  the  church,  to  which  an  aisle  has  recently  been  added,  and  now 
(May,  1909),  it  lies  in  many  fragments  at  the  east  end  of  the  church 
on  the  Barber  table-tomb  ;  besides  being  in  fragments,  it  is  badly 
chipped,  apparently  owing  to  gross  carelessness  in  its  removal.

1790,  aged  85 
years. 


1  Altar-tomb,  railed  in'  : — 

Beneath  this  stone  are  deposited  the  remains  of  Pierre- 
point  Oliver  Mitchell  Esq.  who  departed  this  life  on  the 
7th  March  1835,  in  the  53rd  year  of  his  age.  To  his 
friends  his  memory  is  his  best  epitaph. 
His  nephew  John  Tottenham  Langrishe  Esq  has  erected 
this  memorial  of  him  as  a  token  of  his  regard,  and  in 
testimony  of  his  gratitude. 

Here  lieth  also  the  body  of  Mary  Harriet  sister  of  the 
above  named  Pierrepoint  Oliver  Mitchell,  who  departed 
this  life  on  the  ...  of  August  1842.  Also  that  of  her 
beloved  husband  the  Yen.  James  Langrishe,  Archdeacon 
of  Glehdalough,  who  died  on  17th  March  1847,  aged  82. 

John  Tottenham  Langrishe  died  1888,  aged  79. 
Anna  Maria  Langrishe  died  1898,  aged  75. 


Erected  by  Thomas  Cantfil  in  memory  of  his  father 
James  Cantfil,  who  departed  this  life  June  4th  1790,  aged 
72  years.  Also  Maurice  Cantfil,  his  brother,  who 
departed  this  life  .  .  .  1794,  aged  27  years.  Also 
Martin  Cantfil,  who  departed  thislife  August  26tb  1798, 
aged  19  years. 

*  Altar-tomb  ' : — 

Here  lieth  the  Body  of  Ptichard  Morgan  Esq,  Departed 
this  life  September  25th  178G,  aged  70  years. 

1  This  was  the  founder  of  Morgan's  Endowed  Schools  at 
Castleknock.  For  this  purpose  he  devised  considerable  landed 
property  to  trustees ;  but  the  will  being  contested  by  his  nephew 
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and  heir-at-law,  John  Godley,  of  Pearmount,  Co.  Dublin,  only  half 
the  estate  eventually  became  available  for  the  charity.  When 
first  opened,  the  school  was  housed  in  what  is  now  Eathcoole 
Rectory.' 


Catherine  Ryan  in  memory  of  her  beloved  husband 
Mr  Patrick  Ryan,  Corn  Chandler,  late  of  Thomas  Street, 
in  the  City  of  Dublin  ...  the  21st  of  May  1803  in  the 
49th  year  of  his  age.  Here  also  lieth  two  of  their 
children  William  and  Mary  Ryan. 


This  stone  was  erected  by  Anne  Kelly  in  memory  of  her 
husband  Patrick  Kelly,  who  departed  this  life  June  7th 
1808,  aged  do  years. 


*  There  is  a  large  vault  in  one  corner  of  the  churchyard,  but 
Mr.  Fowler  is  wrong  in  supposing  that  it  bears  no  inscription. 
Had  he  examined  the  large  stone  placed  over  the  doorway,  he  would 
have  found  the  following  '  :  — 

Erected  by  John  Keogh,  of  Loughlinstown,  County  of 
Kildare,  Esq.  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  one. 

'  A  pedigree  of  this  family  will  be  found  in  Burke's  "  Visitation 
of  Seats  and  Arms."  They  lived  in  a  house  half-way  between 
Hazelhatch  Station  and  St.  WTolstan's,  and  of  which  little  trace  now 
exists.' 


Here  lieth  the  body  of  Neason  Augustine  Coyne,  who 
departed  this  life  the  5th  of  January  1829,  Aged  19 
years. 

He  was  a  pious  virtuous  youth,  as  a  son  and  brother 
he  may  be  equalled  by  many,  but  exceeded  by  none. 
This  stone  was  erected  by  his  loving  mother  to  his 
memory. 
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The  Bethesda  Church,  Dorset  Street,  Dublin. 

Extract  from  a  Daily  Paper  of  the  1th  March,  1911  : — 

"  The  alteration  of  the  Bethesda  Church  to  suit  it  for  its  new 
purpose  is  being  rapidly  carried  out.  A  new  flooring  is  to  be  laid 
down,  and  a  large  pp.rt  of  the  basement  has  been  excavated.  A 
number  of  memorial  tablets  whicJi were  on  the  walls  when  the  buildiny 
was  used  as  a  place  of  worship  have  been  removed,  and  all  the  fittings 
of  the  church  have  been  taken  away.  The  Cinematograph  Company, 
which  has  secured  a  lease  for  a  long  term  from  the  trustees  of  the 
church,  have  posters  on  the  Avail  announcing  that  as  soon  as 
the  alterations  are  completed  there  will  be  continuous  perform- 
ances at  the  Picture  Theatre,  and  that  teas,  &c,  will  be  provided. 
The  change  of  the  building  to  its  new  purpose  will  alter  in  a  very 
considerable  degree  the  aspect  of  what  is  at  present  one  of  the 
quietest  and  at  nightfall  one  of  the  worst-lighted  portions  of  Dorset 
Street."

The  Glasnevin  Parish  Church  Enlargement,  1908. 

Extract  from  the  "  Irish  Times  "  of  the  lith  December,  1908  : — 

"  On  Thursday,  December  17th,  a  function  of  more  than  ordinary 
interest  to  the  parishioners  of  Glasnevin  will  take  place,  in  con- 
nexion with  their  ancient  and  historic  parish  church,  when  His 
Grace  the  Archbishop  will  dedicate  the  new  aisle,  which  has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  £850,  and  which  constitutes  a  very  necessary 
addition  to  the  hitherto  inadequate  seating  accommodation.  It 
must  be  a  source  of  extreme  satisfaction  to  all  interested  in  the  project, 
that  the  work  now  completed  leaves  little  to  be  desired,  the 
smallest  detail  having  been  submitted  to  anxious  and  careful 
consideration.  The  result  which  has  been  achieved  within  the 
comparatively  short  period  of  six  months  by  the  parishioners  of 
Glasnevin,  aided  by  some  generous  friends  outside  the  parish,  is  a 
most  gratifying  one,  and  will  remain  as  a  permanent  memorial  of 
their  zeal.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  mention  a  few  facts 
of  interest  connected  with  the  old  parish  of  Glasnevin.    The  history 
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of  the  parish  dates  back  to  the  time  of  St.  Mobhi,  who  died  in  the 
year  544.  The  old  church  is  still  associated  with  his  name  as 
its  founder.  St.  Mobhi  was  the  -head  of  a  religious  community 
numbering  about  fifty  scholars,  who  lived  in  huts  on  the  banks  of 
the  Tolka,  just  where  the  Botanic  Gardens  are  now  situated.  Here 
it' was  that  St.  Columba  came  to  finish  ,  his  education,  before  he 
founded  the  abbey  at  Durrow,  as  well  as  other  churches,  and  later 
on  left  Ireland  for  Iona.  The  old  church  of  St.  Mobhi  was  restored 
many  times  during  past  centuries.  Of  one  rebuilding,  which  took 
place  in  the  year  1707,  when  the  whole  church  was  restored,  with 
the  exception  of  the  tower,  which  remains  as  it  was  before  that 
date,  we  have  an  exact  account  in  an  existing  parochial  record. 
Dean  Swift  often  came  to  Glasnevin  to  visit  his  intimate  friends, 
Dean  and  Mrs.  Delany.  It  would  appear  that  Dr.  Delany  acted 
for  some  years  as  incumbent  of  Glasnevin.  He  lived  at  Delville,  a 
fine  residence  adjoining  the  church  grounds,  into  which  there  is  a 
private  entrance,  referred  to  by  Mrs.  Delany  in  her  '  Memoirs.'* 
Swift's  celebrated  '  Drapier's  Letters  '  are  believed  to  have  been 
printed  at  Delville.  The  tomb  of  Dr.  J.  Barrett,  the  learned,  though 
eccentric,  Vice-Provost  of  T.C.D.,  as  well  as  the  reputed  site  of 
Eobert  Emmet's  burial-place,  can  be  seen  in  the  churchyard.  Just 
eleven  years  ago,  a  chancel  was  added  to  this  old  historic  church, 
which  considerably  increased  the  number  of  pews  available  for  the 
congregation,  as  well  as  for  the  choir.  In  consequence,  however,  of 
the  steady  influx  of  population  to  this  suburban  district  of  Dublin, 
it  was  found  needful  to  obtain  further  accommodation.  Hence  the 
present  enlargement,  which  has  taken  the  form  of  an  aisle  on  the 
south  side  of  the  church.  This  aisle  opens  into  the  old  portion  by 
a  row  of  graceful  arches,  which  support  the  existing  roof.  The 
new  aisle  is  about  thirteen  feet  wide,  inside  measurement,  and 
extends  the  whole  length  of  the  church,  about  sixty  feet,  while  the 
area  of  the  organ  chamber  has  been  also  considerably  increased,  and 
thus  adapted  to  the  accommodation  of  a  larger  instrument  than  that 
at  present  in  use.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  architects,  Messrs.  W. 
M.  Mitchell  and  Son,  by  whom  the  plans  were  drawn  up,  and  also  to 
Messrs.  B.  Pemberton  and  Sons,  contractors,  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  has  been  executed."

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James  Napper  Tandy. 

The  following  correspondence  in  connexion  with  this  '98  leader 
appeared  in  the  Irish  Times  in  March,  1907  : — 

James  Napper  Tandy. 

Sir, — While  collecting  materials  for  the  history  of  this  parish, 
I  have  come  across  an  inscription  on  a  flat  tombstone  in  the  parish 
•churchyard  at  Castle  Bellingham  which  runs  as  follows : — 

"  Under  lies  the  body  of  Hen.  Hughes,  of  Castle- 
bellinghain,  Esq.,  died  10th  March,  1792  ;  also  his 
grandson,  James  Napper  Tandy  ;  also  his  wife,  Mary 
Hughes,  died  1802." 

I  am  anxious  to  know  if  this  refers  to  James  Napper  Tandy  of 
'98  fame.  Perhaps  some  of  your  readers  can  throw  some  light*  on 
the  matter.  James  Napper  Tandy,  I  believe,  died  at  Bordeaux  in 
1803.  Were  his  remains  brought  to  Castle  Bellingham  ?  I  have 
made  inquiries  from  several  who,  as  I  thought,  should  have  infor- 
mation to  solve  this  question,  but  no  one,  as  yet,  has  been  able  to 
give  me  any  definite  answer. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Hughes  and  Tandy  families  were 
•connected.  The  Tandy  family  seems  also  to  have  intermarried 
with  the  Bellinghams. 

1  am  inclined  to  believe—  unless  any  of  your  readers  can  show 
cause  otherwise — that  the  Tandy  of  the  inscription  was  the  rebel, 
-and  that  for  two  reasons  : — 

1.  The  paucity  of  information  about  him  on  the  tombstone — 
where  the  date  of  his  death  is  not  even  given — suggests  it. 

2.  I  have  never  heard  of  another  of  the  same  name,  living 
-    at,  and  dying  about  the  same  time. — Yours,  &c,

Sir— In  reply  to  the  Bev.  J.  B.  Leslie's  letter  of  inquiry,  re 
James  Napper  Tandy,  of  '98  fame,  which  appeared  in  your  "issue  of 
the  11th  inst.,  the  following  will,  I  expect,  help  to  clear  up  the 
difficulty  :— 

James  Tandy,  merchant,  of  Dublin,  seventh  son  of  John  Tandy, 
of  Drewstown,  Co.  Mcath,  Esq.,  married,  in  1731,  Maria  Bella 
Jenkins,  and  had  by  her  three  children,  viz. :—  (1)  James  Napper

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Tandy,  of  '98  fame  ;  (2)  George  Tandy,  of  Lisburn  ;  and  (3)  Anne, 
married  George  Wilkinson,  Esq.,  of  Limerick. 

James  Napper  Tandy  had  an  only  son,  James,  who  was  married 
in  October,  1788,  at  Castle  Bellingbam,  to  Miss  Hughes,  only 
daughter  of  Henry  Hughes,  Esq.,  of  that  place. 

As  the  James  Napper  Tandy  mentioned  on  the  tombstone  is 
stated  to  have  been  a  grandson  of  Henry  Hughes,  of  Castle- 
bellingham,  he  must  have  been  a  son  of  the  above-mentioned 
Lieutenant  James  Tandy  and  Miss  Hughes,  and  therefore  a  grand- 
son of  James  Napper  Tandy,  of  '98  fame,  who  died  at  Bordeaux  in 
1803,  aged  63. 

With  regard  to  the  Bellinghani-Tandy  relationship,  Anne  Tandy, 
daughter  of  Edward  Tandy,  merchant,  of  Dublin  (fourth  son  of  the 
above  John  Tandy,  of  Drewstown,  County  Meath,  Esq.),  and  first 
cousin  of  James  Napper  Tandy,  was  married  cir.  1760,  to  O'Brien 
Bellingbam,  Esq.,  third  son  of  Alan  Bellingham,  of  Castle 
Beliingham.

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BOOK  NOTICE. 

Jacobite  Extracts  from  the  Parish  Kegisters  of  St.  Germain-en- 
Laye.  In  two  volumes.  Price,  £2  2s.   By  C.  E.  Lart. 

The  sojourn  of  the  Stuarts  at  St.  Germain-en-Laye  lasted  some 
thirty  years,  from  their  arrival  in  January,  1689,  to  the  death  of 
Queen  Marie  of  Modena  in  1719. 

From  10>S8  onwards  the  Parochial  Registers  show  an  increasing 
number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  and  deaths — roughly  one-fifth  of 
the  total  entries  for  the  Parish.  After  the  departure  of  the 
Chevalier  de  St.  George  in  1708,  they  tend  to  decrease  until  the 
death  of  Queen  Mary  in  1719.  After  that  date  a  certain  number 
occur  to  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  chiefly  of  those 
adherents  of  the  Stuarts  who  had  settled  down  in  the  town  and 
intermarried  with  the  French  population  :  the  entries  of  deaths- 
naturally  increasing  in  proportion  10  marriages  and  baptisms. 

A  great  number  of  Jacobites  left  St.  Germains  for  Paris  and. 
other  places,  especially  when  the  Eoyal  Guard  was  disbanded  after 
the  death  of  James  II,  and  the  Irish  Brigade  was  formed  for  the 
French  Service.    Many  of  them  also  returned  to  Great  Britain. 

It  is  proposed  to  publish  these  Registers,  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  Jacobite  families,  in  two  volumes — 1689-1702,  1703-1720 — each 
volume  containing  about  1,500  entries  B.M.D. 

The  importance  of  these  Kegisters  is  very  great,  since  they  will 
he  found  to  fill  up  many  gaps  in  English,  Irish,  and  Scottish 
families,  as  well  as  supplying  many  hitherto  unknown  details. 

The  marriage  entries  are  very  full  :  the  names  of  both  parents- 
of  the  married  couple  are  given  :  whether  widower  or  widow  :  and 
if  so,  the  names  of  former  husband  or  wife  ;  often  details  of  former 
residence.  The  names  of  witnesses  are  also  given,  with  their 
signatures,  and  the  relationship  to  the  contracting  parties.  Some- 
times their  parents  are  given,  or  the  name  of  husband  or  wife  of 
the  witness,  and  their  rank  or  profession. 

The  baptismal  entries  are  very  full,  and  the  number  of  persons 
mentioned  in  each  volume  is  not  less  than  7,000. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  entries  (B.M.D)  relating  to  the 
families  of  Barry,  Berwick,  Bourke,  Bulkeley,  Butler,  Callaghan,. 
Clancarty,  Coghlan,  Council,  Conquest,  Crane,  Creagh,  Dacre, 
D'Avia,  Dillon,  Douglas,  Drummond,  Fitz  Gerald,  Fitz  James, 
Hamilton,  Howard,  Kennedy,  Mac  Carthy,  Mac  Mahon,  Malony, 
Maitland,  Middleton,  Morphy,  Nagle,  Nugent,  O'Brien,  O'Donnell, 
O'Gara,  O'Keilly,  Plowden,  Plunkett,  Power,  Roche,  Sackville, 
Sheridan,  Skelton,  Stafford,  Strickland,  Talbot,  Waldegrave,  Walsh,, 
besides  man?  others  :  amous;  which  are.  found  the  names  of  Forster  ;. 
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
